The friendship and unity between the Ko- 
rean and Soviet peoples and between the 
Korean and Chinese peoples are deeply 
rooted in history, and, having gone through 
long years of arduous struggle and with- 
stood the test of time, have become still 
stronger and are continuing to develop. 


In the days when Korea was -under the 
colonial rule of Japanese imperialism, the 
Korean Communists headed by Comrade 
Kim I] Sung, looking upon the Soviet U- 
nion, the world’s first socialist country, as 
the beacon for liberation of the oppressed 
peoples, and drawing strength from the 
growth of its might, fought under the slog- 
an: “Let’s defend the Soviet Union with 
arms.”

These Treaties provide a guarantee for 
the Korean people, who are standing iace 
ta face with the U.S. imperialist aggres- 
socialism and 
protect their achievements in socialist con- 
struction, and create favorable conditions 
for realizing the aspiration of the Korean 
people for the unification of the country. 


The Treaties of Friendship, Co-operation 
and Mutual Assistance between Korea and 
the Soviet Union and between Korea and 
China have demonstrated the indestructible 
unity and solidarity of the socialist camp. 
These Treaties have dealt another telling 
blow to the imperialists and international 
reaction who are frantically seeking to un- 
dermine the unity of the socialist camp and 
sow discord between socialist countries. 


These Treaties express the desire of the 
Korean, Soviet and Chinese peoples to de- 
fend peace. These Treaties are meant for

The imperialist aggressive circles, rein- 
forcing the aggressive “Nato,” have reviv- 
ed the German militarists to make them a 
Shock force in a new war. 
_ The U.S. imperialists, in the hope of sav- 
ing their colonial domination in Asia from 
total collapse, are bent on intensifying war 
Preparations and furthering their aggres- 
Sive. policy. 

The U.S. imperialists who have occupied 


South Korea and turned it into their milit- 
ary base have rejected all our fair and re- 
asonable proposals for promoting the 
peaceful unification of Korea. They are 
shipping into South Korea atomic weapons 
and other new type weapons in gross 
violation of the Korean Armistice Agree- 
ment. And they egg on the Pak Jung Hi 
military fascist gang to suppress at the 
point of bayonets the patriotic struggle ol 
the South Korean people. 


The U.S. imperialist aggressive circles 
incited the Ikeda government of Japan to 
hold “South Korea-Japan talks” with the 
Pak Jung Hi gang. Their scheme is to form 
“Northeast Asia military alliance” directed 
against the socialist countries. They want to 
make the Japanese militarist forces the 
core of this aggressive military alliance. 


The U.S. imperialists have occupied Tai- 
wan, an integral part of the Chinese terri- 
tory, and continue the hostile acts against 
the People’s Republic of China. They open- 
ly interfere in the domestic affairs of Laos 
in their scheme to kindle again the flames 
of war there. In South Vietnam they start- 
ed undeclared war against the South Viet- 
namese people following the establishment 
in February of the “military assistance 
command.” 


All these show that the aggressive 
manoeuvres of U.S. imperialism seriously 
jeopardize peace in Asia and the world. 


The situation demands the peace-loving 
peoples to watch with vigilance the agg- 
ressive manoeuvres and war machinations 
of the U.S. imperialists and to be always 
ready to smash them. 


Reality shows that peace does not come 
of itself and that it can be won only 
through persistent struggle of the people. 


The indestructible alliance of our coun- 
try and the great socialist powers, the So- 
viet Union and People’s Republic of China, 
constitutes a powerful bulwark against the 
reckless aggressive manoeuvres of the U.S. 
imperialists. The peoples of Korea, the So- 
viet Union and China are making great con- 
tributions to maintaining and consolidat- 
ing security and peace in the world, es- 
pecially in the Far East and Asia.

UNIFICATION 


Nine years have already elapsed since the con- 
clusion of the Armistice Agreement in the Kore- 
an war unleashed by the U.S. imperialists. The 
U.S. aggressors started the war with a hope to 
occupy the whole of Korea and eventually extend 
the war to the continent to fight the socialist 
camp. 

In the Korean war the U.S. government threw 
the bulk of its ground, air and sea forces and 
the armies of 15 of its satellite countries. More, 
in the three-year long war they perpetrated all 
conceivable atrocities. The country was subject- 
ed to indiscriminate bombing and even chemical 
and germ warfare. The annals of human history 
know no such human barbarities. 

But the imperialists could never subdue the 
Korean people who rose up in the righteous 
struggle for the country’s freedom and indepen- 
dence. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors sustained a 
military, political and moral defeat for the first 
time in their history. The heroic fight of the Ko- 
rean people forced the Yankee imperialists to 
sign the truce at the very spot where they had 
started the war. 

With the U.S. defeat in the Korean war, the 
Korean people not only defended the country’s 
freedom, independence and _ honour, but also 
firmly safeguarded the eastern outpost of the 
socialist camp, making a great contribution to 
world peace and encouraging the people of Asia 
and the other countries in their struggle for na- 
tional liberation and independence. 


The historic victory of the Korean people in 
the war was a brilliant victory of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism and proletarian internationalism, a patent 
proof of the boundless vitality of our people’s 
democratic system and its superiority over the 
capitalist system. More, it showed fully the cor- 
rectness of the Party line and policy for establish- 
ing and strengthening the democratic base. 


The armistice agreement, however, has failed to 
bring about a durable peace in Korea. It is a 
mere first step towards the peaceful settlement 
of the Korean question, which can lead to the 
country’s peaceful unification. 


With the end of the war, an important task 
was set forth before the Korean people to con- 
‘vert the ceasefire into a durable peace and 
‘strengthen the revolutionary democratic base 
in the northern part of the country politically, 
economically and militarily, and thus turn the 
North into a powerful material force for the 
country’s peaceful unification. 

Displaying the heroic spirit with which they 
defeated the U.S. aggressors in the war the Ko- 
rean people undertook the post-war socialist con- 
struction and scored brilliant successes. 


Our people have built up powerful heavy and 
light industrial bases on the war ruins. Agricul- 
tural cooperation was completed in a short space 
of time, putting agriculture on a firm material 
and technical base. 

Today the northern part of our country has 
been turned into an industrial-agricultural coun- 
try with a firm foundation of an independent na- 
tional economy. 

Gross value of industrial output in 1961 grew 
7.3 times that in the pre-war year 1949. In the 
field of agriculture the grain yield in 1949 was 
2650,000 tons, but the figure jumped to 
8,803,000 tons in 1960, then to 4,800,000 tons 
in 1961, or a 27 per cent increase over 1960. 


In the spheres of science, culture and public 
health, too, brilliant successes have been regis- 
tered and the cultural revolution is being pushed 
ahead at full steam. 


In the course of the struggle the unity and 
Solidarity of the Workers’ Party of Korea has 
been strengthened more than ever, and the entire 
people are rallied firmly around the Party and 
‘united in a big family of socialism. 
_ This is the powerful guarantee for the final 
_ Victory of the revolution and for the realization 
of the country’s unification. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea has striven for 
the peaceful unification of the country. To this 
end, the Party has consistently adhered to rein- 
forcing the revolutionary democratic base of the 
Hherthern part of the country. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea has consistently 
‘held that the question of the country’s unifica- 
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tion should be solved by the Koreans themselves 
through peaceful means, on democratic princi- 
ples. 

The unification line of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea is based on the principle of  self- 
determination, that is, every nation can and must 
sclve its destiny by itself. Hence the question of 
the country’s unification is an internal affairs of 
our nation and it should be solved by the Kore- 
ans themselves and any foreign intervention 
should not be allowed even after the country is 
unified. 

The Party’s unification line based on demo- 
cratic principles most correctly reflects the vital 
demand and will of the Korean people. 


The democratic principle is to give the entire 
Korean people the freedom and right to choose 
the socio-political system according to their 
wishes. Accordingly, that under what socio-poli- 
tical system the country will be unified depends 
wholly upon the will of the people. This pro- 
ceeds from the viewpoint that the creator of his- 
tory is the people and the destiny of the country 
is decided by the people themselves. 

Unification through peaceful means accords 
with the interests of the entire Korean people. 
It is the realistic, fair meastire for realizing 
the peaceful unification to rely on the firm 
foundation laid in the northern part of the Re- 
public. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea, proceeding 
from the unanimous desire of the Korean people. 
has held that after the withdrawal of the foreign 
troops from Korea a unified government should 
be set up through all-Korea free elections on a 
democratic basis, without any foreign interfer- 
ence. And the Workers’ Party of Korea has ad- 
vanced a number of reasonable proposals for 
overcoming the obstacles standing in the way 
of unification. 


The consistent efforts and a number cf the 
positive measures made by the Workers’ Party 
of Korea for the country’s unification are enjoy- 
ing the absolute support of the people of North 
and South Korea and the peace-loving people the 
world over. 


However, the U.S. imperialists are still 
occupying South Korea, and their stooges are 
opposing the most reasonable proposals for the 
country’s unification advanced by the Workers’ 
Party of Korea. They are pursuing the colonial 
predatory policy in South Korea while running 
amuck in war preparations. 

Shortly after the conclusion of the armistice 
agreement which calls for the withdrawal of 
foreign troops and the peaceful settlement of the 
Kerean question, the U.S. imperialists concluded 
a military alliance with their South Korean pup- 
pets for aggressive aims. 

The Chinese People’s Volunteers completely 
withdrew long ago from North Korea at its ini- 
tiative. However, the aggressive army of the U.S. 
imperialists is still in South Korea, systematically 
violating the armistice agreement. They have 
‘turned South Korea into a war base. Their ag- 
gressive troops and the puppet army are being 
constantly reinforced, and even atomic and rocket 
weapons have been brought into South Korea. 

As a result of the colonial predatory policy of 
the U.S. imperialists, the South Korean national 
economy has been ruined and the privation of 
the South Korean people is beyond description. 


To paralyse the rising sentiments in South 
Korea for the peaceful unification of the country 
and to save their tottering colonial regime the 
U.S. imperialists stagemanaged the military coup 
and set up a military fascist regime in South Ko- 
rea. Terror, blood-shed and plunder rule South 
Korea, where not a trace of “democracy” and 
“freedom” can be found. 


Recently many bellicose U.S. generals and 
war-maniacs frequent South Korea. They make no 
secret of provocative manoeuvres. Furthermore, 
the U.S. imperialists attempt to cook up the ag- 
gressive ‘‘North-east Asia Military Alliance’ by 
lining up South Korean military fascists with the 
Japanese militarists, the sworn enemy of the 
Korean people who had once occupied our coun- 
try and plundered and murdered cruelly our peo- 
ple. For this the U.S. imperialists thought up 
what they call ‘South Korea-Japan Talks’ to 
bring together the Japanese imperialists and the 
Pak Jung Hi clique. 

All these facts show once again that the 
U.S. imperialists are the biggest stumbling-block 
on the road of Korea’s unification. The U.S. im- 
perialists are the vicious peace breaker in Korea 
and the sworn enemy of the Korean people. 

So long as the U.S. imperialists occupy South 
Korea, our country cannot be unified nor can the

KOREA'S 
INDEPENDENT — 
ECONOMIC 
FOUNDATION

OR all countries constructing socialism it 
F is a lawful demand to build an independent 
national economy. These countries draw on all 
possibilities to build up a firm, independent 
economy suited to their own specific conditions, 
thereby securing decisive victory of their revo- 
lution, and, at the same time, carrying out the 
duty of strengthening the might of the socialist 
camp and hastening the triumph of international 
communist movement. Notably, the building of an 
independent national economy was posed as the 
most urgent question in Korea, for she had in- 
herited centuries-old backward productive forces 
with severe colonial onesidedness as an after- 
effect cf the long-drawn colonial rule of Japanese 
imperialism, and the territorial division by U.S. 
imperialism caused the disparity in the national 
economy. 

In order to build an independent national 
economy in our country, we had to establish 
heavy and light industry bases equipped with up- 
to-date technique, possess a comprehensively 
developed agriculture, create solid raw materials 
and fuel-power bases firmly based on the natural 
resources of the country and bring up the ranks 
of the national technical cadres who are capable 
of running national economy. 


The Workers’ Party of Korea had endeavoured 
to fulfil this task since the first days of libera- 
tion. But the three-year war unleashed by U-S. 
imperialism totally ravaged the national economy 
and deteriorated the people’s living to the extreme. 
After the war, the Party facilitated the building 
of an independent national economy on a fuller 
scale so as to lead the revolution to the ultimate 
victory and improve the living of the people 
in the shortest period of time. 


In the building of the independent national 


economy, the basic line of economic construction 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea—the line of prio- 
sity growth of heavy industry with simultaneous 
development of light industry and agriculture— 
was of decisive significance. 

Without the priority growth of heavy industry, 
we could not have develop the machine-building, 
metallurgical, chemical and fuel-power industries 
that play a key role in our national economy, nor 
could we have ensured the development of light 
industry and agriculture for the production of 
consumer goods. Therefore, we exerted great 
efforts for the preferential rehabilitation and deve- 
lopment of heavy industry after the war. Especi- 
ally a policy was formulated for the preferential 
development of heavy industrial branches which 
are directly connected with the solution of the 
question of food, clothing and housing for the 
people. 

In building up such heavy industry, we made 
the most of the existing foundation of heavy 
industry. Emphasis was put on its technical ro- 
construction and expansion, and at the same time 
various industrial branches that our country had 
not had were newly built. 

For the building of the independent economy, 
the greatest emphasis was laid on creation and 
development of machine-building industry, the 
most important of all branches of heavy industry. 
Even in the stern days of war, we devoted our 
profound attention to laying the groundwork for 
the machine-building industry, and after the war, 
developed a modern’ machine- -building industry 
by drawing on all possibilities. 

In developing the machine-building industry, a 
great role was played by the movement “‘let-one- 
machine-tool-make-another’”’ which was launched 
On a nation-wide scale at the personal initiative 
of Comrade Kim II Sung. In this movement, 
along with specialized machine-building factories, 
all other factories produced machine-tools, turn- 
ing out in a little more than a year over 13,000 
Mmachine-tools over and above the state plan. The 
continued upsurge of the mass technical innova- 
tion drive has made it possible to manufacture 
eight-metre turning lathes, 3,000-ton press, six- 
metre hob and other special precision machine- 
tools. 

As a result, our machine-building industry 
Which was unable to produce even simple spare 
Parts before the liberation, has now developed 
into a powerful, independent branch that can pro- 
duce on its own tractors, automobiles, hydraulic 
turbines, large transformers, electric locomotives, 
big vessels and other complicated, precision ma- 
Chines and equipment, as well as equipment for

metallurgy, mining and _ for modern chemical 
factories. 

Thus, in 1960, the rate of self- -supply of ma- 
chines and equipment was enhanced to 90.6 
per cent. In the past our country used to meet 
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the domestic demands for machines and equip- 
ment entirely with imported ones. Our machine- 
building industry now is an important link in the 
carrying out of overall technical revolution in our 
country. 

For the building of an independent national 
economy, we also attached great importance to 
the metal-working and chemical industries, and 
paid deep attention to their speedy development. 
Metal-working industry was destroyed almost 
completely during the war. In developing it, 
our Party put emphasis on restoring and expand- 
ing the existing factories with a view to accele- 
rating the rehabilitation and saving funds and 
materials, while seeing to it that new facto- 
ries are located at convenient places for trans- 
porting raw materials and products. 

Thanks to the dynamic struggle of our working 
people, our metal-working industry, which had 
relied on backward methods and was only able 
t) produce pig iron in the past, has now turned 
into a modern, large-scale metallurgical industry 
manufacturing great quantities of structural steel 
and ferrous metal products of varied standards, 
to meet the demands of industry, capital cons- 
truction and all other domains of the national

economy. 

Already from the grim war years we pushed 
ahead with the thorough-going preparatory work 
for the future development of chemical industry. 
Our aim was to create the base for an indepen- 
dent chemical industry. Especially in recent years 
much effort has been directed to the development 
of this field. Under the conditions when the solu- 
ticn of food problem posed itself as an urgent 
matter in our country, we regarded it as the 
prime task confronting the chemical industry to 
produce fertilizer and agricultural chemicals. In 
tackling the matter, we began by developing the 
branch of inorganic chemistry. In the meantime, 
we continued to work for the creation of the 
organic synthetic industry. This led to the laying 
of the foundations for the extensive introduction 
of chemistry in the national economy. 


Now our country boasts a magnificent vinalon 
factory and other big chemical fibre plants. 

Building up our own stable raw materials and 
fuel-power bases represented one of the key links 
in the struggle of our Party for building an inde- 
pendent economy. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea has followed 
with all firmness and consistency the line of deve- 
loping the national economy strictly on the prin- 
ciples of utilizing the rich natural resources of 


< our country and of finding and making for our- 


selves what we are short or in want of. To take 
an example, the Party, taking into account the 


* fact that our country is a poor cotton producer 


and produces no rubber at all, encouraged our 
working people to display their wisdom and 
energy in full in the production of artificial 
fibres and synthetic rubber. Thus, our working 


: people succeeded at last in making vinalon and 
» synthetic rubber from anthracite, limesione and 
* other materials which are found in abundance in 


our country. Not only that, rayon, staple fibres 
and other chemical fibres are produced from 
reed and maize stalks. 


Success in the gasification of anthracite and 
use of anthracite for fuel in matallurgy has also 
greatly contributed to the further development 
of the national economy. 

All this is the result of the correct policy of 
the Party on the creation of our own raw mate- 
rial base. 

At the same time, in the post-war years we 
completely rehabilitated and reconstructed the « 
war-damaged power stations, built new, large 
scale power stations, expanded coal mines, and 
reinforced their technical equipment. As a result, 
the fuel-power base of the country has been corm 
sclidated. 


While priority was given to heavy industry. 
much concern has been consistently paid to liqui- 
| dating the colonial backwardness of light industry 
- and creating a modernly-equipped light industry 
' pase. The state concentrated efforts on construct- 
" ing large textile mills and many other factories 
i producing foodstuff and consumer goods. These 
- mills and factories constituted the backbone of 
light industry. At the same time the raw materi- 
als base of light industry was laid with the deve- 
lopment of heavy industry and agriculture. The 
state developed medium and small local industry 
along with central industry. The policy of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea for developing local 
industry along with central industry in producing 
consumer goods made it possible to create in a 
short period of time the firm base of light indus- 
try with its modernly-equipped textile, daily 
necessaries and foodstuff branches. Thus, the 
whole country is covered with ramified networks 
of factories. Literally, our light industry is leap- 
ing forward. Various high-quality, attractive home- 
made commodities are sold at the shops to satisfy 
the people’s requirements. 

An advanced agriculture is of importance in 
building an independent national economy. When 
the Japanese imperialists ruled our country, our 
agriculture remained extremely one-sided with 
grain growing. Yet, the grain output fell short 
of the country’s needs. 


Especially under the conditions in which the 
material and technical foundations of agriculture 

_ had been severely damaged by the war and the 
peasants’ livelihood had gone bankrupt, the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea took measures to complete 
agricultural co-operation in a brief space of time 
for rapid growth of agricultural production, in 
spite of the relatively low level of technica] de- 
velopment in the countryside. It was followed up 
immediately by the overall technical revolution. 


The Party clearly laid down the basic content 
of the technical revolution in the countryside. 


The main content of the technical revolution in 
agriculture was defined as irrigation, electrifica- 
tion and mechanization. Among them irrigation 
‘Was posed as the first and foremost task. 


In working out the line for the technical re- 
‘Volution in the countryside, our Party correctly 
reckoned with the natural and economic  condi- 
tions, methods of farming, composition of crops 
pend level of our industrial development. Thus, 
‘the line indicated to our peasants the most 
@flective way of technical revolution. 


__ As a result, great success has been achieved in 
the technical revolution in our countryside. The 
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acreage under irrigation is now 800,000 jungbo, 
or 7 times greater than in the pre-liberation days; 
electricity has entered almost all the rural villa- 
ges; and last year 14,000 tractors and 1,600 
lorries took part in field work. 

Today we are successfully fulfilling the im- 
portant task of developing diversified farming, i.e., 
the task of developing animal husbandry, sericul- 
ture, pomiculture, and industrial crop cultivation, 
with the main stress on grain production. Our 
agriculture has not only solved the food problem 
butt is now being turned into a powerful food- 
raw material base to meet in full the demands of 
industry. 

Training national technical cadres represented 
an extremely important task in building up an 
independent national economy. The protracted 
colonial rule by’ the Japanese imperialists left a 
disastrous effect to the problem of national techni- 
cal cadres in our country. 

Surmounting all difficulties, the Workers’ Party 
of Korea has since liberation taken positive 
measures to solve the question of national techni- 
cal cadres. Especially, as the industrialization 
of the country and the overall technical revolu- 
tion has made brisk headway, the Party has 
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taken every possible measure to bridge the gap 
between the rapid development of the national 
economy and the training of technical personnel. 
The Party’s policy on the combination of educa- 
tion with productive labour and on the broad 
introduction of the educational system which 
enables people to study while working proves a 
most effective measure of training more and 
faster, national technical cadres versed both in 
theory and practice. 

The Party saw to it that our workers master- 
ed advanced technique in the course of building 
modern industries, instead of putting off the in- 
dustrial construction until they acquired techni- 
que.

184 to 10,000. This means that our country 
ranks with the leading countries in the world in 
respect of percentage of university students for 
the population. 

Thus, the firm foundation of an independent 
national economy has been built up in a short 
space of time since the war. As a result, we are 
provided with ample conditions for developing 
the national economy in a more diversified and 
comprehensive way; we now find ourselves in a 
position to exploit and effectively use the rich 
natural resourses of the country.

Travelling by. train the district along the River 
Jangjin which flows through the gorges of the Rang- 
rim Mountains, | saw the variable climate of an 
alpine region. Rainfall in the daytime but it changes 
into snow or hail-storm at night. According to the 
local people, winter is long and summer is short 
here. The water of the stream is icy even in summer 
and therefore to swim in the river is a rare thing 
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for the inhabitants here. When temperature suddenly 
drops, | learned, potato buds are nipped by the 
frost and in such case potato is sown again, The 
mountains are so high that the inhabitants call them 
“unscalable range.” 

A hinterland, the region in the pre-liberation days 
was far from the reach of railway and electricity. 

But what a different picture it presents today! Not

only lorries but trains have been put into service, fo 
say nothing of the comings and goings of many tra- 
vellers. And a large nature-remaking undertaking is 
now in full swing on the ‘banks of the River 
Jangjin. 

When the Japanese imperialists ruled Korea, they 
tried to build a power station here to ransack Ko- 
rea’s natural resources. They worked on the project 


for 9 years, 
work. 

The Third Congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
held in April 1956 set forth a task of starting the 
undertaking. 

After that preparations were made briskly. An 
aggregate with stream-lined processes was buili anc 
houses for construction workers were erected, — 

In April 1958, the first group of young socialist 
builders consisting of 418 members arrived at the 
construction site to take part in building the dam. 
They, volunteers from different parts of the country, 
were displaying a high degree of zeal.

In the train we met Pak Do Soon who has been 
working on the construction site since he came as @ 
member of the first group of the young socialist build- 
ers. He told us: 


“It was April when we came here. But we could 
see snow on the peak of that ‘unscalable range.’ 
Winter was still there beyond the range, Yet no 
hardship could halt us builders from our march, Our 
hearts were aflame with the passion for construction 
We recalled the pledge we had made when saying 
good-bye to our parents and friends, and the promise 
we had made to the boys and girls of middle schools 
who presented us with flowers along our way. When 
we arrived at the construction site, new houses were 
awaiting us. Thus the grand naiure-remaking project 
started.” 


As the train approached the construction site, we 
could see the vigorous activities of the builders, A 
road was being built half way up the mountain, Poini- 
ing to the road, our companion, chief engineer of a 
construction trust that hed undertaken the projeci, 
said: 


“A few months later the road will be opened to 
traffic.” 


The chief engineer explained to us that the level 
of water in the future reservoir would rise to the point 
just below the road, that the present railways and 
highroad would be submerged. Everything that is in 
the range of submersion is now being evacuated. 
Railway is to be moved to the area beyond the dam, 
and the inhabitants will move to the residential dis- 
trict for the workers of the power station, to the 
county seat, or to agricultural co-operatives, according 
to their wishes. The fields lying below the new road 
are not sown in consideration of the future submersion. 


“When the project is completed the Jangjin River 
will assume a completely new look," added the chief 
engineer. 

Arriving at the building site where a huge dant 
was under construction, we could see the grand 
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scale of the project. The back side of the dam is 
nearing completion and the front side is being built 
up high. Cranes are moving busily as if they were in 
a race. Gasoline cars carrying concrete and cranes 
placing it in frames; drilling machines working at 
sectional wall; the prefab parts manufacturing shopi 
busy machines in the stream-lined aggregate con- 
sisting of selecting, mixing, tamping and other pro- 
cesses—the construction site presented a busy scene. 

“If there is a weak point in any workteam, it will 
effect the construction as a whole,” said the chief 
engineer. “So every one is busy carrying out his as- 
signment." 

Then the chief engineer told us with pride how 
the workers were doing their jobs. 

The workers of the frame-making shop could not 
make frames larger than 8 square metres before, But 
they tried boldly and succeeded in the manufacture 
of the frames 150 square metres in size, thus greatly 
increasing labour efficiency. When the flood hit the 
construction site, the half-finished dam almost went 
under water. It was a critical moment, Machines had 
to be saved. Some workers threw themselves inio the 
water to save from flood the motors installed on the 
ground. 
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Here is another story. | was quiet night. There was 
hissing in the steam pipe of the mixing shop. The 
steam was leaking. A worker on night duty rushed to 
the place where the hissing was coming from to 
screw it up. When he reached there, he found some- 
body had already fixed the leakage and had gone. 
The man who stopped the leakage did not take if 
as an act deserving praise. 


These stories acquainted us with the fighting spirit 
of the builders here who worked many wonders in a 
short span of time. With such spirit, they completed 
in only 27 days the under-water excavation for laying 
the foundation, which, it was said, would take one 
and a half years. 


It is now four years since the construction began 
in April 1958. The building of ihe dam has been 
briskly carried on. 


With the completion of the dam, the River Jangjin, 
which now flows northwards, will change ifs course. 
It will then run westwards. Now funnels are being 
cut through the Rangrim Mountains. 


The workers who have undertaken the tunnel driv- 
ing, foo, are carrying on a technical innovation move- 
ment to increase efficiency in excavation and con- 
crete placing work. They are raising la- 
bour productivity 3 times. They refashion- 
ed old rock drills to provide everyone 
with two rock drills and actively introduc- 
ed advanced work methods. Introduction 
of the method of concrete tamping by air 
pressure had enabled them to double 
daily quota. 

The workers in charge of the assembly 
of generators are no exception, They are 
now successfully assembling the automat- 
ed high-head hydraulic generators. 

To put into operation power plant No. 
1 in the autumn of this year the entire 
workers here are now vigorously working. 
It is their plan to complete the No. 2 and 
3 power plants by June next year. 

When the three power plants are com~ 
pleted, this region will see the imposing 
appearance of the Kangge Youth Power 
Station with an annual generating capacity 
of 246,000 kva.

ANTHRACITE 


HONG MYUNG SOO 


Korea is rich in mineral resources. It has de- 
_ posits of several hundred kinds of valuable min- 
erals. For this reason Korea is called a country 
of treasures. . 

The deposits of coal, peat, lignite, anthracite, 
etc., are so abundant that it may well be said 
that our people are sitting on a “heap of coal.” 
F According to the data worked out on the basis 
_ of prospecting, the deposits of lignite and an- 
thracite are so rich that it would last more than 
_ Several hundred years if we mine 25 million tons 
annually. 

Anthracite accounts for 65 per cent of the coal 
e deposits in our country. 

To use antracite effectively in various branch- 
€s of the national economy is therefore of great 
_ importance. 

But in the pre-liberation days in our country 
anthracite was used chiefly as household fuel 
_ or as a fuel for boilers, kilns and small-sized 
™ 

¥ The Japanese imperialists, pursuing colonial 
Predatory policy, prevented research work on the 
extensive use of anthracite in industries and 
Showed no interest in exploiting anthracite in 
‘Korea. They were only interested in selling their 
Coal at high prices in Korea. 

a Another reason that anthracite was not widely 
‘Used for industrial purpose in the pre-liberation 
‘days can be explained by the facts that the tech- 
i ical level of the Japanese imperialists in those 


days was not high enough and that anthracite of: 
our country has specific features. 

Anthracite of our country in general has high: 
carbon content. Ash content is less than 12 per 
cent, carbon content 93 per cent and calorific 
value is also high, (The lowest is 6,500 kilo- 
calories.) And volatile matier exists for the most) 
part in the form of gas. ; 

Anthracite of our country is for the most peat: 
powdered, and the granule less than 1 mm in. 
diametre makes up more than 50 per cent. 

It was only after liberation that extensive re- 
search on wide use of anthracite in industries be-: 
gan in our country. ; 

In view of the fact that we do not have cok- 
ing coal in our country, extensive use of an- 
thracite as industrial raw material was very im~- 
portant for the development of the independent: 
industry of the country. i536 


Therefore, the Workers’ Party of Korea and 
Comrade Kim Il Sung paid serious attention to 
ihe use of anthracite as an industrial raw ma- 
terial and directed enormous solicitude to re- 
search on it. 


Furnaces and ovens. were refashioned so as .to 
use anthracite on a large scale. 

A decisive turn in the use of anthracite was 
marked following the Third Congress of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea which called for the 
solution of the question of coal-gas for industry 
and the question of supply of gas to the city by 
conducting research te into the gasification 
of anthracite. : 

Gasification of coal was effected long ago. But 
the gasification of powdered anthracite had re- 
mained unsolved until Labour Hero Han Hong 
Shik and his research associates of the Central 
Fuel Research Institute of the Academy of 
Sciences made successful research. 


For Han Hong Shik and his research associates, 
this research meant opening up an untrodden 
path. Their research involved many difficult 
scientific and technical problems. They applied 
creative methods taking into account the traits of 
the anthracite of our country and boldiy carried 
on the research. Ordinary method proved un- 
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suitable for gasifying the powdered anthracite 
of our country which is not easy to ignite and 
easily breakable when heated. 

With anthracite they made gas for metailurgi: 
cal industry. 

With the success in the gasification of anthra- 
cite in our country it has been made possible to 
gasify all sorts of powdered coal for industrial 
use and create new organic, synthetic cheinical 
industry employing gaseous products. 

The gas obtained from anthracite has come 
io be used in making synthetic ammonia. We 
have so far manufactured synthetic ammonia by 
electrolysis which requires consumption of much 
electricity. Manufacture of synthetic ammonia by 
use of the gas from anthracite has enabled us 
to increase the production of ammonia with less 
consumption of electricity, obtain a large amount 
of urea and carbon monoxide which is used in 
synthesizing cyanic acid, a raw material for 
nitron, and rapidly develop the paraffin synthetic 
industry. Development of the paraffin synthetic 
industry will provide conditions for producing 
high quality lubricant and various kinds of chemi- 
cals. 

The waste gas obtained in the course of parat- 
fin synthesis can be supplied to urban areas. 


The powdered anthracite which in the past was 
used as household fuel has become a precious 
raw material in manufacturing several hundred 
kinds of chemicals needed for the people’s living. 


Now that the gasification of powdered anthra- 
cite has been realized, we rio longer need to im- 
port coal for: our metallurgical industry. 


The success in the gasification of the powdered 
anthracite shows an aspect of the development of 
science and technology in our country. It is of 
great significance in rapidly developing our na- 
tional economy and in further improving the 
people’s living. An intermediary factory for 
gasification of anthracite has been built and put 
into operation in the Heungnam district. During 
the Seven-Year Plan period, big gas generating 
facilities will be set up in different places and 
new chemical industry factories using gaseous 
products will be built. 
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Research work on effective use of anthracite 
is also being conducted in many other branches 
and considerable successes have been achieved. 

We have succeeded in making coking coal 
from powdered anthracite. The research into the 
use of anthracite in continuous steel pouring 
process of granulated iron converter is nearing 
completion. 

Our anthracite is also used as a raw material 
at the vinalon factory, the mother-body of the 
high molecular chemical industry. 

Limestone and anthracite which are abundant 
in our country and electricity are used in mak- 
ing vinalon. 

Out of these materials carbide is made and 
then acetylene gas is derived from carbide to 
manufacture vinalon, vinyl chloride and various 
other synthetic fibres and resins. 


In the Heungnam district, a chemical industry 
centre of our country, vinalon and vinyl chloride 
are produced in large quantities, making contri 
butions to the promotion of the welfare of the 
people. The intermediary products obtained in 
the course of the production of vinalon and vinyl 
chloride can be used in making many new 
chemicals. 

Vinyl chloride and nitron can be obtained from 
acetylene, and the fibre called vichlon which 
makes fabrics better than wool for holding 
warmth is produced in the course of manufac- 
turing vinyl chloride. Acetaldehyde, a by-pro- 
duct of nitric acid, is available in making syn- 
thetic rubber. Nitrated cellulose from nitric acid 
can be used in making fibre. films for cinema and 
various kinds of organic solvents. 

Polyacetic vinyl and polyvinyl alcohol, which 
are obtained in the course of the production of 
vinalon, can be used in making various Kinds of 
synthetic resins, paints, adhesives. And from them 
we can obtain decolorizing and deodorizing 
agents for food and pharmaceutical industries, 
gas absorbent for labour protection and many 
intermediary products for the dye industry. 

Production of these new chemicals is being re 
alized in our country.

 Euipo-ri village, Kaipoong county, had suffered 
cruel suppression under the Japanese colonialists un- 
fil August 1945 and then it fell under the rule of 
Syngman Rhee puppet regime before it came in the 
embrace of the D.P.R.K. 

' The village lies on the northern bank of the lower 
_ reaches of the Han River. Some two kilometres from 
this village lies the Kanghwa island which is under 
the sway of the U.S. imperialists and their puppets. 
Between the village and the island runs the Military 
Demarcation Line which cuts the territory of Korea 
into two parts. 

The village with some 800 peasant households and 
3,500 inhabitants has undergone tremendous changes 
Over the past ten odd years since it was liberated 
from the Syngman Rhee rule. 

We visited the village in early May. 

We met Jung Myong Sun, chairman of the ri Peo- 
ple's Committee and manager of the Ryongsan Agri- 
Cultural Cooperative. “Everything is new and fresh in 
Our village,” he said, “and there is not a trace 
ot the old days. The looks of the village, the farm- 
ing system and methods, the life of peasants and the 
ideology of people have all changed.” 

And then he added that the co-op had telephone 
_ S€rvice. The telephone line links the co-op office with

all work-teams. The villagers can ring up people in 
the nearby villages and in Pyongyang. 

Only ten odd years ago, the villagers used pine 
resins or kerosene lamps at best to light their rooms. 
But now every family has electric light, and electrici- 
ty finds application in farm work. 


When we stepped out of the co-op office, an ex- 
panse of fields met our eyes. Rice seedling transplan- 
tation was in full swing on the fields near the co-op 
office. 

In the fields far away were working four tractors, 
two were ploughing and two were levelling fields 
to get them ready for transplanting. The co-op has 
two lorries. 

We saw a young man spraying white powder on 
the field nearby. We learned from agro-technician 
Yeun Yung Joong that it was weed killer. 

“We applied it last year experimentally, and the re- 
sult was good," said the agro-technician, This year, 
we were told, the co-op has a plan to appiy weed 
killer to 30 per cent of the total paddy fields, “Appli- 
cation of weed killer,” said the agro-technician who 
turned out to be‘one of the ten young men enrolled 
in the correspondence course of a agricultural in- 
stitute, “will relieve peasants from hard foil." 
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According to him, things are going off well in the 
co-op in the struggle for scaling the height of five 
million tons of grain, one of the six targets fo be at- 
tained by the nation this year. 

The peasants have already readjusted over 120 
jungbo of land and secured about 30 jungbo of new 
land by reclaiming tideland. 

The 150 members of the technical study course have 
done much work. They studied the soil of each plot 
of the fields and set up scientific systems of manuring, 
cultivating crops and inter-row planting. They also 
ameliorated over 20 jungbo of saliferous land. 

A young man named Li Kwang Bok (22 years old), 
a technical school. graduate, has studied the cases of 
blight and taken preventive measures. He has also 
invented a new method of sterilizing seeds. 

We then made our way along the irrigation canal 
to the village where work-team No. 7 works, When 
we reached a spacious ground in the centre of the 
village, a board with an oil painting on it caught our 
eyes. The painting pictured Premier Kim Il Sung talk- 
ing with peasants. We met a co-op member: by the 
name of Kwon Sang Chul who had been a tenant 
farmer, His father, grandfather and great grandfather 
were either tenant farmers or hired hand. 

He looked at the oil painting for a while and then 
said: “The river Keumsung-chun runs through the field 


Co-op trucks are busy carrying in fertilizers and 
chemicals 
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over there. In the past rising tide and flood used to 
do much damage to crops. Many a time flood broke 
over the bank and inundated fields. The river torment- 
ed us peasants very much in the old days. But neither 
the Japanese, nor the U.S. brutes, nor the Syngman 
Rhee clique paid any heed to our distress.” ;Then 
Kwon Sang Chul said: “It was only affer we were 
embraced in the bosom of the Republic that our de- 
sire came true.” ; * 


He referred to Premier Kim I] Sung’s visit to; this 
village in August 1957. Pointing to the board with 
the oil painting, he said: “The Premier, had talks With 
us peasants at the place where the board is standing. 
The Premier told us to build a sluice-gate on the 
Hwangkang-po so that we could realize our age- 
old dream.” 

The state invested funds and supplied materials for 
the construction of the sluice-gate. Inspired by his, 
the peasants here showed great enthusiasm in the 
construction of the sluice-gate, The project was com- 
pleted in eight months. 

Besides, the state built three pumping stations in 
Euipo-ri village and saw to it that all fields in the 
village aré brought under irrigation. 

Now irrigation channels crisscross the fields around 
this village. 

In the past days, there was only one tile-roofed 
house in the village. But today there are many ftile- 
roofed and modern farm houses. This year 250 modern 
farm houses: are to be built, Construction of new 
houses is now briskly going on. . to 

We called on Li Sam Rye at her home. The house is 
spick-and-span and _ has flower beds around it, Her 
husband died of illness in the early part of 1950 when, 
the village was under Syngman Rhee rule, A man 
who had been a hired hand for all his life, he could. 
not afford even a dose of medicine when he was ill. 

Our hostess showed us a pile of rice in the barn. 

“I am sorry my husband does not live to enjoy the, 
happy life today in the embrace of the Republic,” 
said our hostess. And then she continued: “In the old, 
days, spring was a lean season, Like in South Korea 
today, peasants subsisted on grass in lean season 
Under the Syngman Rhee rule more than half of. the, 
peasant households in the village suffered famine. But 
as you see now, we have rice enough and to. spare. 
When this year's autumn harvest is taken in, we shall 
still have in stock the rice of previous year, The Re-. 
public has guaranteed us a bountiful, secured life.”, 

Her eldest son is a student of the Kim Chaik Poly- 
technical Institute, and younger sons attend middle. 
school in the village. .In the old days they were kept 
outside school. i 

Li Sam Rye herself, who was illiterafe, can now read 
and write. 
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Last year the family of Li Sam Rye received 3 fons 
of grain and 700 won in cash as its share. 


In the matter of earning, her family is in the middle pe 


category in the’ village. Many peasant households re- 
ceived more than 4 tons of grain and over 1,000 won 
in cash. 

The members of the co-op are working in high 

spirits: so that an average share of each household 
can. reach 5 tons in grain. 
_In the past there were only a few middle school 
pupils in this village, but now 50 are enrolled in 
higher educational institutions and 1,200 boys and 
girls are studying at schools of various levels, 

And the village has a big club, ten nurseries and 
five kindergartens, a clinic, and a store. A meteorolo- 
gical station is also set up in the village. 

Passing by the orchard where pear trees and 
peach trees were in full bloom, we made our way 
to the farm machine repair shop which, furnished with 
lathes and drilling machines, produces small farm im- 
plements and repairs farming machines. On our way 
we met a group of women walking along the road 


singing songs. With their sleeves rolled up, the women 


in coloured clothes and white aprons were carrying 
a banner. The words and music of the songs, our 
guide told us, were all written and composed by the 
villagers themselves. 


This co-op has an art circle with a membership of 
200. The members of the art circle compose music, 
write words for it, give performances of dance and 
sketches of their own creation. 

_Co-op members sing songs and dance during break. 
Even elderly people join young folk in recreation, 
_The co-op has many musical instruments and a film 
projector. Film is shown regularly once a week. 

' On the pasture which has rows of pigsties we met 
breeder Yoo Kil Soon. She is an innovator in stock- 
farming and takes the lead in the movement for five 


_ farrows from a pig in two years. 


‘Looking at the prospering co-op village and then. 
the Kanghwa island across the Military Demarcation 


Line where the U.S. imperialists are entrenched, the 
pig tender who looked about 30 years old 
and were a miniature decoration on her chest said: 

“We are abundant in everything and lead a happy 
life. Please, come to our village again, then you will 
be surprised at the still greater progress in our 
village.” 


“Our desire is to share our happy life with the 
compatriots in South Korea: To realize the desire," the 
pig breeder continued, “we must drive out the U.S. 
imperialists from South Korea. Our struggle and the 
struggle of the South Korean brothers will certainly 
realize the aspiration of the Korean people.”

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U.S. IMPERIALISM CONDEMNED 


BLOOD-SOAKED PATH AND DIRTY 
TRICKERY 


The history of U.S. imperialism is the history 
of war and aggression. In only one cen- 
tury, from its appearance to the latter part of the 
19th century, U.S. imperialism provoked 114 
wars involving 8,900 batiles and military opera- 
tions. Through their incessant warfares, invasions 
and provocations, the American imperialists 
brought untold sufferings and misfortunes to the 
world people, destroyed civilization and plundered 
properties created by mankind over thousands of 
years, and expanded their territory more than 
ten times. 

And they resorted to the most infamous and 
cruel methods in warfare and aggression. 

As early as the beginning of the 20th century, 
Roosevelt, a ringleader of American reaction at 
that time, claiming that the United States had 
the “right’’ to interfere in any country, bluntly 
declared that the United States would.be oblig- 
ed to exercise international police authority over 
the countries that did not respect the interests of 
America. 

In order to provoke a brutal, aggressive war 
against the Korean people in 1950, the U.S. im- 
perialists, through the mouth of Dulles, started 
the false propaganda that North Korea started 
invasion first, and instructed their puppets to at- 
tack North Korea. 

The U.S. imperialists ordered their mercenaries 
to kill everyone that comes in their way, not 
letting their hands tremble, even if it was a child 
or an old man. The U.S. soldiers were supposed 
to be serving their country best as its citizens 
only when they killed as many Koreans as possi- 
ble. 

The U.S. imperialists desperately sought to 
strangle the Korean people, perpetrating all sorts 
of unpardonable bestial atrocities—indiscriminaie 
bombings of peaceable towns and villages, mass 
slaughter of innocent population, young and old, 
men and women, employment of germ and chemi- 
cal weapons, eic. 

Kennedy, since he took office as the 35th U.S. 
President, has been working for war and ag- 
gression. 
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He pursued the policy of ‘total war’’ and 
“local war,’ which means aggressive warlares to 
be possibly unleashed at any place and country 
and at any time he pleases. What he has in mind 
is to pave the way for a full-scale nuclear war 
against the socialist camp and at the same time 
strangle the national liberation struggle. 

Kennedy has_ been recklessly increasing the 
military budget, justifying himself by asserting 
that the military expenditures should not be 
pound within the definite limits of any stipulated 
budget. Thus, the military expenditures for the 
1962-63 fiscal year have been set at a sum all 
time high in the history of the United States, ex- 
cept for the years of World War IU. 
The 900 military bases the United States keeps 
in 35 foreign countries and overseas territories 
have been further reinforced and the aggressive 
U.S. forces stationed there total more than 
1,000,000. 

The U.S. imperialists have numerous military 
blocs and military pacts all over the world 
directed against the socialist and peace-loving 
countries. At the same time they have been in 
dulging in frantic preparations for nuclear war. 
Up to September 1961, the U.S. imperialists had 
carried out atomic bomb and H-bomb tests on 153 
occasions, and after that, up to April 12 this 
year, they conducted underground nuclear €X- 
plosions on 27 occasions, On April 25 they went 
the length of resuming nuclear tests in the 
atmosphere. 

Kennedy, while trumpeting about “peace” and 
“democracy”, is taking pains to make Japanese 
militarism the backbone of the ‘‘Northeast Asia 
Military Alliance’ in the East and West German 
revanchism the core of NATO in the West. Thus, 
he has been supplying them even with atomic 
and rocket weapons to make “shock brigades” of 
them in aggressive war. 

Stepping up war preparations and provocation, 
Kennedy is cheeky enough to try to excuse him- 
self by saying that all this is for “preventing 
communist aggression.” 

But, of course, his tactics are nothing new. In 
launching the predatory war against Mexico back 
in May 1846, the U.S. imperialists used the 
same tactics. And every time they started aggres- 


sion and plunder of other countries or imposed 
wars upon other peoples, they put forward the 
pretext of “‘self-defence’’ in justification of their 
aggressive acts. 


CRIMES OF THE BLOOD-SUCKER 


It is by means of aggression and plunder that 
U.S. imperialism has maintained and is stil! main- 
taining its existence, 

The ancestors of the U.S. imperialists killed at 
random Indians who had been living on this con- 
tinent from olden times. They nearly exterminated 
them. They seized Florida in 1819, and rob- 
bed Mexico of more than half its territory includ- 
ing California, Texas and Nevada in 1846-1848. 

The seizure of Cuba, Puerto Rico, Hawaiian 

Islands and Guam, occupation of the Panama area, 
more than 100 cases of invasion and intervention 
and over 20 cases of military coup intrigues in 
Latin American countries after the Second World 
War, armed intervention in Guatemala in 1954— 
such is the heinous crime committed by the Unit- 
ed States. 
From the first day they entered upon the road 
of aggression, the U.S. imperialists came out as 
the vicious enemy of the Korean’ people and the 
peoples of Asia. 

The American pirate’ vessels intruded into 
Ryongdang-po bay near Dongrai of our country 
in 1851, into Pusan in March 1866. In July of 
the same year they sailed up the Taidong River 
to Pyongyang. In April 1868 the American burg- 
lars attempted stealthily to excavate the tomb of 
King Namyun, and in 1871 invaded the Kang- 
hwa Island. And in 1882 they forced the Korean 
government to sign an unequal trade treaty. The 
U.S. imperialists gave active help to Japan in its 
occupation of. Korea, and occupied the Philip- 
pines. Then, they massacred one-sixth of the 
population of Luzon Island. They invaded and 
plundered other areas of Asia, too. 

Today, Kennedy, a successor to the piratic na- 
ture of his ancestors has adopted ‘‘local war’’ as 
the best method of aggression and colonial plun- 
der. ; 

What is the strategy of his “‘local war?’ That 
Means that in order to interfere in the national 
liberation movement in any place, the U.S, im- 
perialists continue to send reinforcements, main- 
tain and strengthen the crack units of the coun- 
tries that are ‘‘threatened by overthrow from in- 
Side and aggression from outside’ and stage 
“joint operations” with those units, and conduct 


“guerrilla warfares’ by organizing and streng- 
thening ‘‘special units.” In accordance with this 
“strategy,” the U.S. imperialists are sending 
new ‘‘specially-trained’’ battle groups and con- 
tinuously bringing into a number of areas all 
kinds of lethal weapons including nuclear and 
rocket weapons. And they are reinforcing their 
puppet armies. 


The U.S. imperialists are now frantically pre- 
paring a new armed intervention in Cuba. 
In South Viet-nam the U.S. imperialists have set 
up an operational command for the barbarous C0- 
lonial war to strangle the people’s struggle for 
freedom and independence of the country, In 
Laos they are further aggravating the civil war. 
and in the Congo are enacting horrible scenes of 
blood-shed. 


As their colonial system is being shaken to its 
foundations in South Korea by the powerful anti- 
U.S. national salvation struggle of the people, 
the U.S. imperialists have hammered out a ‘“‘mili- 
tary regime’ with murderers and burglars and 
are frenziedly strengthening the fascist-terrorist 
rule, while indulging in preparations for another 
war. | 


All these criminal acis of the U.S. imperialists 
are dictated by the mercenary motive of filling 
the dollar bags of Wall Street. The slogan of 
“The Stars and Stripes follows in the wake of 
the dollars’ has become the action ‘‘creed’’ of 
U.S. imperialist aggressors. So-called capita] in- 
vestments and ‘‘aid’’, therefore, are a means of 
economic pillage of other countries by the U.S. 
monopoly circles... Last year alone, for 
instance, the Us. imperialist | monopoly 
circles made a huge amount of _ pro- 
fits totalling 1,550 million dollars through direct 
investments in Asia and Africa. During the one 
year of 1960 they raked in 240 per cent of pro- 
fits accruing to them from investments in Latin 


America. 


Through the ‘aid,’ the U.S. imperialists not 
only interfere in the internal affairs of Latin 
American countries, but also destroy their na- 


tional economy and tighten the economic, politi- 
cal domination. 

Under the name of ‘‘aid,” the U.S. monopolies 
have established control over nearly all the iron 
mines in Latin America, 90 per cent of copper 
mines, two-thirds of zinc mines, 60 per cent of 
oil production, more than 50 per cent of foreign 
trade. The main branches of economy such as 
railways, transport, trade and agriculture are al- 
so controlled by them. In the Near and Middle 
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East, the biggest oil producer in the world, they 
control more than 60 per cent of its oil extrac- 
tion. The U.S. imperialists have also taken 4 
grip like a vice economically of the Philippines, 
Thailand, Pakistan, and other satellite countries 
of Asia. 

In this way, U.S. imperialism, throughout its 
existence, has proved itself to be’ an arch-villain 
‘of aggression, plunder and atrocities. It has. been 
-and is an international exploiter. 


“CIVILIZED” BEASTS 


With a view to achieving their aggressive ends 
the American imperialists ignite the flames of 
war everywhere they go. Not only that, they step 
up all kinds of sabotages and subversive activi- 
ties, spread: misanthropic conceptions and the 
philosophy of jungle laws and decadent American 
way of life. 

All the human scum is raked together in this 
dirty business—fascist scoundrels, ‘‘missionaries,”’ 
“vocational spies” etc., etc. In this, the U.S. 
President plays the role of leader. 


Under the U.S. President are more than 25 
espionage agencies with over 100,000 profes- 
sional spies working for them. Among 


them are the “‘Central Intelligence Agency,’ the 
“Federal Bureau of Investigation’? and ‘the “‘Un- 
“American Activities Committee.” 

_ Today the U.S, embassies abroad have become 
overt centres of subversive and espionage activi- 
_ties and sabotages.

A Girl Saved Seven Lives 


OME time ago a girl pig tender by the name of 

Kim Jung Soon saved seven drowning little 
‘school girls by displaying a self-sacrificing spirit. Her 
‘deed has moved the hearts of people all over the 
_ country. 

It happened on February 22nd. Seven pupils, all 
girls, of the third form of the primary course of the 

 Ryunpo Middle School in Heungsan County, South 

' Hamkyung Province, were on their way home from 
_ the school. 

When they came to the ice-bound River Yuwichun 
flowing between their village and the school, one of 
them insisted they should take a short cut over the 
ice, saying that she had crossed it in the morning. 
_ But when they walked. out a little ways, the melting 
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ice gave away beneath them and all of them were 
plunged into the river. It was the deepest part of 
the river, about ten feet deep, where tides sweep in 
and out. The children screamed for help, clinging to 
the fringe of ‘the ice. But each time they tried to 
climb out, the ice broke away. It was a Critica] mo- 
ment; their lives were exposed to imminent danger. 
But, the children educated in the new era behaved 
like grown-ups. : 
One girl held by her skirt other girl who was a- 
bout to be carried away by the current, and another 
one struggled to prevent her friend from going under. 
After a time, the children became exhausted. Their 
screams. grew fainter. 
It was the lunch time, and no one was to be seen 
DY 
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either on the field or on the road. 

At this critical juncture, Kim Jung Soon, a sub-team 
leader of the stock-breeding team of the Pokoo Agri- 
cultural Co-operative, came along. As she had come 
out to look for suitable pasture for her pigs in the 
spring, she heard the scream of the children. She 
rushed up on the bank and saw the children struggl- 
ing desperately in the water, She gasped in horror. 

Jung Soon knew well the depth of the river and 
she knew that the rescue would involve danger and 
that once she and the children went under the ice, it 
would be the end of them. 


There was no time to lose, however. She jumped 
into the water at the risk of her own life to rescue 
the little girls. 

But, each time she took a girl and tried to push 
her up on ice tip, it broke away sending her again 
into the water, Soon, her own body became stiff in 
the icy water. 


She thought to herself: 
“The children must be saved at al] costs. | must 
save the seven lives even if it costs my life.”

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The Story of a Woman Manager

“We women today enjoy equal right with men in 
all spheres of life—political, economic, cultural, and 
social. But this became possible only after the country 
was liberated from the colonial rule of the Japanese 
imperialists and the democratic reforms were carried 
out in its wake. 

“Before liberation, we women had been subjecied 
to oppression, maltreatment, and humiliation by the 
feudal customs and medieval family relationship, 
which the Japanese imperialists rigidly maintained. 
And as in South Korea today, polygamy, prostitution, 
licenced and unlicenced, and other social vices and 
evils were practiced openly. Right to work, educa- 
tion, free marriage—not to speak of right to vote— 
was harshly suppressed and infringed upon...” 

This is what Tang Woon Shil, woman manager of 
the Pyongyang Spinning Mill, told us when we visit- 
ed there. She was referring to the hopeless, humiliat- 
ing plight which the Korean women underwent in 
the past and which the South Korean sisters are still 
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undergoing at present, as well as to her own wretch- 
ed life in her childhood. 

Born into a poor worker's family, Tang Woon Shil, 
when she was nine, had to give up schooling, She 
helped her mother, who was then a labourer, with 
household chore, taking care of her sisters and bro- 
thers. And when she was eleven, her father was 
thrown out of job and she, in his place, had to work 
at a tobacco factory. She worked there 13 hours a 
day. The following year she left the factory and wan- 
dered with her father in search of a job until they 
settled at an ore dressing shop, where she worked 
as a dressing worker. 

“This was what happened when | was twelve.” She 
continued to say. “Though | worked hard until blood 
oozed from my finger-tips, | earned only a little. So 
| always went out in rags. Thin gruel with dried vege- 
table was all we had to live on. My mother, too, 
worked hard to feed the family, but her earnings 
were scanty. At that time, | saw Korean women work- 


comrade-in-arms. This gave her fresh strength. 

The beautiful deed of Kim Jung Soon, an ordinary 
girl pig tender, is the living embodiment of the lofty 
communist spirit displayed by our revolutionary fight- 
ers in ithe pasf. 


The story of Kim Jung Soon spread all over the 
country through newspapers and radio, Deeply mov- 
ed by the beautiful deed of Kim Jung Soon, people 
send letters to her, congratulating and encouraging 
her and expressing their resolve to follow her ex- 
ample. A letter sent by a worker in the Bongoong 
Caustic Soda Factory reads in part: 


“... Comrade Jung Soon! You have inherited the 
lofty revolutionary spirit of the revolutionary. forerun- 
ners who overcame difficulties in the days of the anti- 
Japanese partisan struggle! 


“Because you have inherited that revolutionary 
spirit, you could perform such noble deeds, That is 
why you are so precious fo us...

ing under. humiliation and illtreatment by the Japa- 
nese capitalists and Korean landlords. | saw a num- 
ber of Korean women dying of hunger and infirmity 
after child-birth..." 

However, thanks to the democratic reforms enforc- 
ed in North Korea after liberation our women were 
emancipated once and for all from the fetters of the 
past. The Law on Equality of Sex proclaimed in June 
1946 liquidated at a stroke the long-standing evil sys- 
tem of social discrimination and oppression against 
women, improved their status, and enhanced their 
position as never before. Under this law, Tang Woon 
Shil, a daughter of a poor worker, grew up in a new, 
democratic society. 

When Korea was liberated by the Soviet Army, 
Tang Woon Shil returned with her family to Pyong- 
yang where she first went to a grammar schoo! to 
learn to’ read and write (she was then 16) and finish- 
ed at an adult school and an adult middle school 
there. At that time she was working in the Pyongyang 
Spinning Mill as a spinner. 

“Only after the country was liberated and the law 
on equality of sex enforced, was | treated as a human 
being for the first time in my life. | worked while 
studying and | studied while working. Oh, life was 
so wonderful then! Veteran workers were all kind to 
me and passed their skill on me..." The manager was 
full of deep emotion. It seemed she looked back 
upon the days 16 years ago. 
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The gift of this ordinary female worker which had 
been trampled upon was given full play in the libe- 
rated, free fatherland. In half a year affer she came 
to this mill, she left others far behind both in work 
and study. One year later, she found herself in the 
ranks of model. workers of the factory. 

She became famous especially in 1947, when the 
country proceeded with planned economy for the 
first time. A skilled hand with the spirit of inquiry, 
she devised a new method of increasing the rotation 
of the wheel of the spinning machine, Thanks to this 
new method, she could increase the output three 
times that in the pre-liberation days and thus fulfilled 
her yearly plan in only three months. 

That year Tang Woon Shil was commended by 
Premier Kim II Sung. Later she was congratulated and 
encouraged by Premier Kim II] Sung who visited the 
mill one day. 

“1 got hardly a wink of sleep that night, Just think 
the premier of a country commending and encourag- 
ing me, a _ daughter of a poor worker who had 
been maltreated and downtrodden in the pastl 
Wasn't it too much for me? After that | redoubled my 
efforts..." 

That year Tang Woon Shil overfulfilled her yearly 
assignment by 250 per cent; in the following year she 
overfulfilled her plan which was twice as much as 
the predecessor by 280 per cent; and in 1949, she & 
gain topped the plan for the year by 300 per cent. 
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Even after the country was turned into a battle 
field by. the surprise attack of U.S. imperialism and 
Syngman Rhee clique, Tang Woon. Shil did not leave 
her machines for a moment despite the never-ceasing 
indiscriminate bombing by the enemy and ensured 
war-time production. She devoted all her energy to 
reconstruction of the devastated mill and to training 
of skilled workers. In those days she fulfilled her 
yearly assignment in only 27 days and trained 130 
workers into skilled hands in a brief space of time, 

In March 1952 when the war was at its height, Tang 
Woon Shil was awarded the honourable title of Lab- 
our Hero. 


She had worked as a foreman and later as the 


head of a shop before she was appointed manager 
in 1961. When she took up her new duties she was 
quite perplexed. Managing a large mill would be a 
heavy responsibility for her who had little experience 
and knowledge, she thought. But, with deep under- 
of this woman manager, the beloved Com-

rade Premier helped her surmount her difficulties, 


It happened during a r cess of the Meeting of the 
Activists in the Field of Light Industry. Comrade Kim 
I} Sung had a talk with the young woman manager 
Tang Woon Shil and asked her in detail how she was 
working. In his talk with her, Comrade Premier learn- 
ed that she was worried about her lack of knowledge 
of the enterprise management, immediately after the 
meetina, Comrade Premier sent to her mill an instruc- 
tors’ group of the Party Central Committee. Tang 
Woon Shil learned from the instructors’ group the 
work method of a manager and how fo run an enter- 
prise. 

“Truth to say, had not there been personal care of 
the Premier and the kind guidance of the Party, ! 
could not have fulfilled my duty. | am very grateful 
to the Party and Premier for having brought me up 
into the manager of a modern factory. !'m determined 
to. do much more work to pay back such kindness 
more fully. This happiness and glory is enjoyed not

only by me, but by the entire women of our mill, by 
all women in our country...” 

According to the manager, eightyfive per cent of 
the employees are women and the management func- 
tionaries and workers of the Party and social organi- 
zations in the mill are mostly women. Women hold a 
large proportion of technicians and specialists, 


“There is nothing extraordinary in it. The case is 
the same with many light industrial factories and local 
industry factories as well as with the educational, 
public service and cultural organs of our country, At 
present, there are many factories and enterprises 
which are managed and run exclusively by women. 
You might call our factory women's factory.” 


The mill has produced three woman Labour Heroes 
and many labour innovators and winners of orders 
and medals. And some 70 out of the total number of 
workteams have won the title of Chullima Work-team. 
Now the entire mill is participating in the movement 
for winning the title of Chullima Factory, The mill 
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. overfulfilled the 


plan for 1960 by 10 per cent and 
that for 1961 by 2 per cent in eleven months, 


“We work and live happily in a really nice en- 
vironment,” the manager said when we asked about 
the workers’ life and labour protection facilities, “We 
can work and study to our heart's content, and our 
future is promising. How fine is it! We get equal pay 
for equal work with men. Our earnings are very fair." 

There are now, according to the manager, a creche 
with 400 beds, kindergarten, laundry, shop, clinics, 
club-house, mothers’ school, domestic affairs course 
and other facilities for the convenience of women. 
Any woman employee is entitled to a 77 days paid 
maternity leave. Every year many women spend their 
holidays at sanatoria and rest-homes at state expense. 
Those who wish fo receive further education are sent 
to schools: This spring some 150 women employees 
of the mill were admitted into colleges and specializ- 
ed schools. Various art circles are active in the mill. 
They take part in the art contest of the workers’ art 
festival which is held every year. They have won ex- 


cellent results. Music and dance are part and parcel 
of their life. Almost all workers are fond of music 
and dance. 


“Now women of our mill are waging a vigorous 
struggle to capture the textile height of 250 million 
metres this year. Already they have reapee rich 
fruits. The plan for the first quarter was overfulfilled 
by 7 per cent, and the plan for the second quarter 
is now being carried on ‘successfully. 


Indeed, the women of our country are playing a 
great role in all fields of production, construction and 
state and public affairs. Freed from the fetters of old 
society and educated by the Workers’ Party of Korea, 
our women have given full play to their inexhaustible 
creative energies under the socialist system where 
fhey are leading a happy life.

Nine years have passed since the cease-fire in 
Korea. The armistice in Korea not only had 
created fresh possibilities for the peaceful settle- 
ment of the Korean issue, but also was an event 
of positive significance for the maintenance of 
peace in the Far East and the world and for the 
easing of international tension. 

But the aggressive U.S. ruling circles, having 
signed the Armistice Agreement with reluctance 
in face of the heroic resistance and powerful re- 
buff by the Korean people, have done everything 
to wreck and violate it since its signing. 


Not only that, the aggressive circles of the 
United States with a view to unleashing another 
war of aggression in Korea, have been frantically 
making war preparations, ceaselessly introducing 
into South Korea new types of weapons and war 
equipment in gross violation of the Armistice 
Agreement. Sub-paragraph 13-d of the Armistice 
Agreement provides: ‘‘Cease the introduction in- 
to Korea of reinforcing combat aircraft, armored 
Vehicles, weapons, and ammunition.” 

The U.S. imperialists have resorted to all sorts 
of vile and vicious machinations to nullify this 
provision. They began to direct their attack to- 
wards the Neutral Nations Supervisory Commis- 
sion in order to paralyze its functions. One of the 
principal functions of the N.N.S.C. which has 
been established under the Korean Armistice 
Agreement, is to conduct supervision, observa- 
tion, inspection, and investigation of the rotation 
of units and military personnel and of the re- 
placement of combat material. (‘‘Rotation’’ means 
the replacement of units or personnel with other

units or personnel who are commencing a tour of 
duty in Korea.) The U.S. imperialists, however, 
obstructed by every foul means the activities of 
the Neutral Nations Inspection Teams carrying 
out their duties of supervision and inspection at 
the ports of entry in South Korea, in order to 
get a free hand to introduce new _ type 
weapons and war material illegally into South 
Korea. 

Take some examples. On August 18, 1955 the 
liaison officer of the U.S. side at the Pusan port 
cf entry prevented the inspection team stationed 
at the Pusan port from conducting inspection of 
the 3 million rounds of ammunition arriving that 
day, by insisting that the inspection team should 
observe the ammunition from the air in helicop- 
ter. On August 20, 1955 the inspection team sia- 
tioned at the Inchon port of entry was hindered 
from carrying out its regular duties of inspection 
by the American side because the latter demand- 
ed that the inspection team examine the packing 
crates at the team’s office. 

In the meantime, the U.S. side failed to submit 
reports to the inspection teams in advance about 
the shipment into Korea of combat materia] be- 
ing replaced, or they submitted false re- 
ports. By using such trickery they evaded the 
inspection of the Neutral Nations Inspection 
Teams and illegally introduced large quantities 
of war equipment into South Korea, The U.S. 
side, for example, illegally brought various types 
of war equipment into South Korea in the shape 
of accessories, spare parts, and in sections, Ac- 
cording to the very limited data in the posses- 
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sion of the N.N.S.C. alone, the American side 
illegally brought into South Korea in the period 
from the Armistice to April 15, 1954 in the 
shape of accessories and in sections 177 combat 
aircraft, 456 pieces of cannons and howitzers of 
various calibres, 6,400 rocket guns of different 
calibres) 145 various-calibre mortars, 1,365 ma- 
chine-guns of various calipres, and tens of mil- 
lions of various kinds of ammunition. - } 
Besides, the Ameéritan side illegally introduced 
tremendous quantities of combat equipment into 
South Korea by way of other points than the 
ports of entry provided for in Paragraph 43 of 
the Armistice Agreement. According to data con- 
firmed by our side alone, the American side ship- 
ped into South Korea through the port of Chin- 
hai during the period between November 1953 
and July 1954 240 M-26 tanks, 32 cannons of 
155-mm calibre, 241 cannons of 105-mm calibre, 
759 rocket guns, 163 anti-tank guns of 57-mm 


calibre, 169 mortars of 81-mm calibre, 203 
‘mortars of 60-mm calibre, 55 machineguns of 
12.7-mm calibre, 871 machineguns of 7.6-mm 


calibre, 428 light machineguns of 7.6-mm calibre, 
34,089 M-1 rifles, 1,263 carbines, etc. 

While bringing large quantities of combat 
material into South Korea by all sorts of illegal 
means and methods, the U.S. side insulted the 
members of the N.N.S.C., threatened their secu- 
rity and even murdered them. After all this, they 
at last unilaterally expelled the Neutral Nations 
Inspection Teams from the South Korean ports of 
entry in June 1956, and on June 21, 1957 went 
so far as to openly and unilaterally abrogate 
Sub-paragraph 13-d of the Armistice Agreement, 
which bans the introduction into Korea of rein- 
forcing combat materials and equipment. 


This infamous action provided further proof 
that the U.S. imperialists stop at nothing and 
even feel no qualms of trampiing underfoot in- 
ternational laws, agreements, usages or moral 
principles of humanity when it comes to ensuring 
their aggressive ends and prolonging their life. 
All the subsequent facts more glaringly revealed 
the ends pursued by those who are seeking to 
wreck the Armistice Agreement: On June 22, 
1957, the day succeeding their declaration of 
unilateral abrogation of Sub-paragraph 13-d of 
the Armistice Agreement, the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors began introducing in South Korea 
new-type F-100 
fighter-bombers capable of carrying atomic bombs, 
which they had concentrated at U.S. air bases in 
Japan. 


In July 1957 the “U.N. Command’ was moved 
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jet planes and groups of F-86 


from Japan to South Korea; during the months 
from the end of 1957 to March 1958 they in- 
troduced ‘‘Honest John’ battalions and 280 mm 
artillery battalions: and during July to 
1958. they secretly brought Matador 
guided missile units into South Korea, 

In this way the U.S. imperialists illegally in- 
troduced into South Korea Matador, Nike, Hercu- 
les, Hwak guided missiles and Honest John 


- rockets in gross violation of the Korean Armistice 


Agreement, and are now all the more frantically 
introducing various atomic weapons and guided 
missiles, new type aircraft and war vessels, as 
well as other war material. 


Of late the U.S. imperialist aggressors illegal- 
ly brought into South Korea new-type fighters 
capable of launching Sidewinder guided missiles, 
new-type submarines, war vessels, landing: craft, 
mine sweepers and various other types of naval 
vessels, which have been turned over to the Pak 
Jung Hi group of murderers and robbers. 


Already in the period between July 1957, im- 
mediately after the U.S. imperialists’ unilateral 


abrogation of Sub-paragraph 13-d of the Arm- 
jstice Agreement, and December of the same 
year, the U.S. 7th Division stationed in South 


Korea was reorganized on an atomic footing, and 
the U.S. First Cavalry Division was brought from 
Japan to South Korea and then was also reor- 
ganized into an atomic division. In the meantime 
the U.S. imperiaiist ruling circles kept on rein- 
forcing the manpower of their aggrcssive forces 
stationed in South Korea. Thus, in the period 
from February to October of 1961 alone, four 
U.S. combat groups armed with new-type weapons 
were brought into South Korea and stationed in 
areas contiguous to the Military Demarcation 
Line. 


Lemnitzer, Chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, told the Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Senate on June 14, 1961 that the strength of 
the U.S. forces stationed in South Korea had 
been increased by 15,000 in a few months. (An 
AP dispatch from Washington, june 14, 1961) 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors who had in- 
creased the strength of the South Korean puppet 
army from 15 divisions at the time of the arm- 
istice to 31 divisions, are now bent on measures 
to let the Pak Jung Hi military fascist clique 
further reinforce the puppet army. Thus, with 4 
view to reinforcing the South Korean puppet 
army, they have recently taken steps to widen the 
age scope of the draftees from 20-30 to 18-30- 
Besides, under the name of so-called “‘second na- 
tional army’’ measures have been taken to allow 
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them to pressgang, in case of war or other neces- 
sity, youth and middle-aged men from 14 to 40. 

While largely expanding military facilities in 
all parts of South Korea for the purpose of pro- 
yoking another war in Korea, the U.S. imperial- 
ists are at pains to get the aggressive U.S,,.dms 
perialist occupation army and the puppet army 
fully prepared for battles, and are more fre- 
quently conducting various military Maneuvres. 
Even according to the data released by themsel- 
ves, the U.S. army carried out 34 times various 
military maneuvres in 1961 alone, This frantic 
army reinforcement and noisy military fuss of 
the U.S. aggressive circles in South Korea not 
only constitute flagrant violations of the Korean 
Armistice Agreement, but also are a vicious 
challenge to the Korean people and a grave 
menace to peace in the Far East and the world. 

The machinations of the U.S. imperialists to 
endanger the Korean armistice and unleash an- 
other war of aggression in Korea by no means 
end here. 

The U.S. imperialists, who have never had the 
least intention to abide by the Armistice Agree- 
ment, are continuously violating the stipulations 
cf the preamble and relevant articles of the 
armistice agreement which provide for a com- 
plete cessation of hostilities and of all acts of 
armed force in Korea until a final peaceful settle- 
ment is achieved. 

They are sending war-planes and naval vessels 
into our air space and territorial waters, and are 
perpetrating various provocative hostile acts in- 
cessantly firing and launching armed attacks on 
our personnel and smuggling spies into our terri- 
tory. 

Last year alone, for instance, there were 140 
cases of hostile acts provoked by various U.S. 
naval vessels in our territorial waters. 

Between April 6 and 16 in 1962, the U.S. 
side committed serious provocative acts on nine 
occasions within the demilitarized zone, firing 
heavy machine-guns and other types of fire-arms 
at our side with some 700 rounds of bullets. 

On top of it all, today they have gone so far 
as to conduct military training in the premise of 
the Headquarters of the Military Armistice Com- 
mission with the participation of war-planes. 

This is nothing but a provocation. Thus, the 
instances of violation of the armistice agreement 
by the U.S. imperialists on land, sea, and in the 
air from the day of the armistice to April 28, 
1962, have reached an incredibly great number. 
During this period, our side lodged 3,778 pro- 
tests with the U.S. side at the Military Armistice 
Commission meetings and its subordinate organs. 


All these facts show that the U.S. imperialists 
are criminals who are intentionally and systema- 
tically violating the Korean Armistice Agree- 
ment, as well as war-maniacs who are engaged in 
an all-out preparation for another aggressive war 
against the Korean people. Thus, the U.S, im- 
perialists once again clearly proved to be the 
sworn enemy of the Korean people. 

As history has proved, no matter how frenzied- 
ly they may scheme to wreck the Korean Arm- 
istice Agreement and provoke a new war in Ko- 
rea, the U.S. imperialists can never frighten the 
Korean people. And with ail their vile, frantic 
manoeuvres, the U.S. imperialist aggressors can 
never prop up their tottering colonia] regime in 
South Korea and break the struggle of the South 
Korean people who are fighting to drive out the 
U.S. imperialist aggressors, overthrow the Pak 
Jung Hi military fascist dictatorship, and ex 
pedite national unification by the Korean peopie 
themselves. 

The aggressive U.S, imperialist army must 
withdraw from South Korea at once taking with 
them all the lethal weapons they have illegally 
brought into the country. 

This is the unanimous demand of both the Ko- 
rean and the world peoples as well as the stern 
requirement of the Armistice Agreement which 
provides for the peaceful settlement of the Ko- 
rean issue and withdrawal of ali foreign troops 
from Korea. 

As for the Armistice Agreement itseif, it can 
by no means be abrogated and its observance can 
never be renunciated by any unilateral decision 
of either side: It will remain in force until 3 
final, peaceful settlement of the Korean question 
is achieved. 

As it did in the past, our side will fulfil its 
duties under the armistice agreement in future as 
well, and will exert all necessary efforts to safe- 
guard the Korean armistice against the 
wrecking manoeuvres of the U.S. imperialists. 

The Korean people and the men and officers 
of the Korean People’s Army who are united 
steel-like around the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea headed by Marshal Kim 
Il Sung will never tolerate the underhand war- 
schemes of the U.S. imperialists which jeopardize 
peace and security in Korea. Nor will they 
allow their precious socialist gains which have 
been obtained at the cost of their blood and 
sweat to be taken from them by anyone. 

If the U.S. imperialists, oblivious of the his- 
torical lessons of the Korean war, continue to be- 
have recklessly, they might as well only dig their 
own graves. 


Panmunjom is the historic spot where during the Fatherland Libe- 
ration War of the Korean people, U.S. imperialism, the aggressor, had 
fo sign an Armistice Agreement in recognition of its defeat, At pre- 
sent the Military Demarcation Line runs through this spot dividing the 
lend of Korea and its nation into two, the North and South, 

The Military Armistice Commission is functioning here: one side 
represented by the Korean People’s Army and the other by the U.S. 
Army which has been occupying the southern half of Korea, When- 
ever a meeting of the Military Armistice Commission is convened, 
U.S. violations of the Armistice Agreement as well as ifs war provoca- 
tion machinations are laid bare before the world by the Korean side. 

Many foreigners came to Korea following the war and paid a 
visit to this Panmunjom. In different letters they left their impressions 
of Panmunjom in the guests’ book there. You can find in this guests’ 
book hand-writings of personalities of all walks of life from different 
countries of the world. They all compared the prospering northern 
half with the devastated southern part, condemning U.S. imperialism 
as aggressors. They ali demanded the withdrawal of the U.S. Army 
from South Korea and expressed iniernationalist solidarity with the 
struggle of the Korean people for the peaceful unification of Korea.

U.S. Aggression and War Policy 


in the Far East 


U.S. imperialism bending every effort to re- 
alize its scheme to cook up the ‘‘North-east Asi- 
an Military Alliance’ is urging impetus to 
the conclusion of the ‘‘South Korea-Japan Talks” 
going on between the South Korean military fas- 
cist gangs and the Japanese reactionary ruling 
circles, with a view to paving the way for the 
comeback of the Japanese militarists to South 
Korea. 


Exposing the criminal machinations of U.S. 
imperialism, Masaharu Hatanaka, President of 
the Council of the Japan-Korea Association, and 
Shigeoka Itsumi, professor of Hosej University, 
Japan, jointly wrote an article in the “‘Econo- 
mist’? (January, this year). Under the subtitles, 
‘South Korea-Japan Talks Fraught with Danger” 
and ‘Export of Japanese Capital,’’ the authors 
lay bear in detail the truth about the “South 
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Korea-Japan Talks” and the sinister design of the 
Japanese militarist force to re-enter South Korea. 

According to the article, in his talks with 
Ikeda U.S. State Secretary Rusk compelled him 
to back the U.S. aggressive policy in the 
Far East, raising a howl that ‘‘the U.S. suffered 
failure in Cuba and Laos, and if it fails in South 
Vietnam and South Korea, too, the U.S. policy 
in the Far East will get nowhere.” 

Thus Japan was made to assume the “duty of 
fully cooperating with the U.S. as an advance 
position or supply base for the nuclear warfare 
in Asia” as well as the “duty of strengthening 
the anticcommunist system as a most reliable ally 
of the U.S. in Asia.” 


In accordance with these “obligations’ im- 
posed upon Japan by the U.S., the South Korean 
fascist rogues are acting in collusion with the 
Japanese ruling circles with the result that Japa- 


nese monopoly capital is flowing into South 
Korea. 
The Japanese ruling circles want to cam- 


ouflage the vicious schemes of the U.S. and their 
plan to re-invade South Korea, talking incoherent- 
ly to throw dust in the eyes of people. 


In this connection the article exposes that 
Ikeda pleaded that the “South Korea-Japan Talks 
only aims at restoring diplomatic relations, not 
at concluding the South Korea-Japan military 
alliance.”” However, an M.P. from the Liberal 
Democratic Party, who visited South Ko- 
rea not Jong ago, was reckless enough to say 
that the “38th parallel is not only South Korea’s 
defence line, but it is also Japan’s defence line.” 
Renzo Sawada, Japan’s ‘“‘senior delegate at 
the South Korea-Japan Talks’’ officially stated 
that “it is the duty of Japan’s diplomacy to move 
up the 38th parallel beyond the Yalu River.”’ 
From these words we may safely conclude that 
the assertion of Ikeda and other Japanese ruling 
circles is absolutely deceitful. 

According to the article, ‘the Japanese econo- 
mic circle being impatient to see the conclusion 
of the ‘South Korea-Japan Talks’, is steadily 
drawing up its programme of penetrating into 
South Korea. Warning in earnest that “the en- 
forcement of this programme,” if realized, “‘may 
cause Japan to send the guard units’ to South 
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Korea under the pretext of protecting the rights 
of Japan in South Korea,” the article exposes that 
“the military cooperation between Japan and 
South Korea is being prepared in a cunning 
way.” 


And referring to the mounting opposition at 
home and abroad against the ‘“‘South Korea- 
Japan Talks’ which have such intentions, the ar- | 
ticle continues: ‘“‘Public opinion of the Japanese / 
people against the South Korea-Japan Talks ig/ 
growing louder and the stand of North Korea, 
China, the Soviet Union and other Asian coun- 
tries is becoming more and more adamant. It 
is only natural that the ‘South Korea-Japan Talks’ 
caused uneasiness in the Asian countries so much 
as it aimed at bringing the Northeast Asia 
Military Alliance into being. And the talks will 
be only furthering the military venture in the 
Far East.” 


Instigated by the U.S. imperialists, the Pak 
Jung Hi clique, clamouring “‘march north and 
annihilate the communists,’ have completely de- 
prived the South Korean people of the freedom 
of speech and association, and have gone so far 
as to threaten people with death penalty if they 
utter a single word about North-South unification. 
Thus terrorist rule and fascist policies are ram- 


- pant in South Korea. 


Commenting that under the prevailing situation 
“the danger of military provocation by the South 
Korean military regime’ is becoming all the 
more “‘acute,’”’ the article writes that it is only 
natural that the people of North Korea concluded 
the Treaties of Friendship, Cooperation and 
Mutual Assistance between Korea and the Soviet 
Union and between Korea and China, to prepare 
themselves against this possible menace. The ex- 
istence of the two treaties are of great importance 
in removing the war danger in the Korean 
peninsula. 


And the article points out that the acute crises 
of the South Korean economy compels Pak Jung 
Hi to beg ‘Ikeda’s economic aid,’ which aims at 
seizing the artery of the South Korean economy. 
It adds that Japan is eager to re-invade South 
Korea for it is an urgent matter for her to secure 
a stable market. 
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ODAY every Korean youth has free access to 
T education. It is not unti] Our era under the 
socialist system that the question of children’s edu- 
cation, the long-cherished desire of the Korean peo- 
ple, has been solved. 

Thanks to the wise education policy of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea head- 
ed by Comrade Kim II Sung, the policy of strengthen- 
ing the popular education, enhancing the cultural 
and technical level of the working people, and 


training national cadres in keeping pace with the 
rapidiy growing socialist economy, a broad avenue 


to learning has been opened before our younger 
generation. 

Before liberation, education was in a deplorable 
state in our country. Owing to the Japanese imperial- 
ists’ colonial system of slave education, there were 
more than 2,300,000 illiterates in North Korea alone 
and the number of middle schools was no more than 
50. And there was no university. 

The Japanese imperialists pursued a discrimination 
policy in education. This was true even of elemen- 
tary education. A large sum of tuition fees plus vari- 
ous school expenses had to be paid, The Korean 
language was prohibited at schools, either spoken or 
written. 


With the establishment of the pecple’s power and 
the successful enforcement of democratic reforms in our 
country after liberation, the Japanese colonial system 
of slave education has been completely done away 
with and replaced by a popular educational system. 

And with the huge educational outlay made by the 
Workers’ Party of Korea and ihe Government of the 
Republic the networks of schools of all levels have 
been greatly expanded, which opened up great pos- 
sibilities of learning for our children and youth. 
Illiteracy was completely abolished in only 3-4 years 
after liberation. And the foundation for the develop- 
ment of education was laid in our country. When the 
war ended, the government took steps first of all to 
rehabilitate schools on the war debris. 


In 1958 universal, compulsory 7-year education was 
introduced in our country, the first in the East. At 
present preparations for the introduction of com- 
pulsory 9-year technical education are successfully 
going on. 

The number of institutions of higher learning, of 
which we had none before liberation, is now 92. 
Some 2,530,000 students, or one fourth of the popula- 
tion, are now studying at over 8,500 schools of all 
levels. They are the children of the workers and 
peasants, and the working people themselves who 
had been denied the opportunity of schooling before. 

Before liberation we had only a few engineers and 
technicians. But today we have more than 130,000

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technicians and specialists with higher education who 
are working energetically in all spheres of the state 
life. 

The democratization of education carried Out in 
our country has paved the highway to learning for 
the entire working people. 

The Government not only has rapidly expanded the 
networks of schools but provides adequate conditions 
for learning. 

In April 1959 tuition fees were abolished for all 
schools. The entire students in the institutions of 
bigher learning and higher technical schools are given 
state stipends. 

The Government provides the students and pupils 
with uniforms and overcoats. 

Every year many students are sent to sanatoria and 
rest-homes at state expense. And students’ expedi- 
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tions to old revolutionary battle-sites and tours to 
scenic spots and places of historical interest are ar- 
ranged regularly. 

All the students of the institutions of higher learn- 
ing and of the higher technical schools board in the 
school according to their wish; at present 90 per 
cent of the college students live in college dormi- 
tories free of charge. 

In 1959 the Government reorganized the system of 
public education with a view to training the younger 
generation into workers well acquainted with both 
general and technical knowledge. 

Under the new _ educational system there are 4- 
year primary schools, 3-year middie schools, 2-year 
technical schools, 2-year higher technical schools, 4 
to 5-year colleges, and 4-year post-graduate courses. 

The introduction of the new educational system 
aims not only at increasing the scientific knowledge 
of the students but further strengthening the combina- 
tion of theory and practice, of education and produc- 
tion labour. In other words, it aims to train workers 
needed in the national economy and in the field of 
science and technology. 

Special mention should be made of the three kind 
of schooling systems which enable the working youth 
to receive education up to the college level] without 
tearing themselves away from production, They are: 
first, technical schools, higher technical schools and 
colleges attached to factories and enterprises where 
working youth can receive education on a spare- 
time basis; second, evening schools of the same 
categories which enroll the youth working ai offices 
and production enterprises in urban areas; the last,

higher education by correspondence which is Open 
to all working youth irrespective of their residence, 

Towards the end of 1960 scores of Communist In- 
stitutes, industrial colleges, and agricultural colleges 
were set up in provincial seats, at major factories and 
enterprises, in major agricultural and stock breeding 
areas. 

By the end of March this year the number of fac- 
tory colleges had increased to 36 with an enrollment 
of 14,200 students and that of factory higher techni- 
cal schools to 43 with an enrollment of 2,861, 

To cite an example, 35.6 per cent of the employees 
in the Koosung Mining-machine Plant are college 
students who study while working, and nearly three 
quarters of the employees in the Hichun Machine- 
tool Plant are attending the factory college, factory 
higher technical school and technical school, 

At present there are more than one million people 
enrolled in the working people's schools and work- 
ing people’s middle schools which come under the 
adult educational system. If they are taken into ac- 
count, one third of the population are attending 


It is planned that 153 new higher technical schools 
and 11 new colleges will be set up this year. Then, 
the total enrollment in schools of all levels will be 
2,820,000, who will study completely at state expense. 
The number of the college students will amount to 
209,000. 

By 1967, the last year of the Seven-Year Plan, the 
number of engineers and specfalists will increase by 
some 180,000 and that of technicians and junior spe- 
cialists by over 460,000. As seen above, the youth 
of our country are studying to their heart's content 
and leading a happy life. 

In the southern part of the Republic which is under 
fne occupation of the U.S. imperialists, however, 
slave education and corrupt American way of life are 
imposed upon the students. They are pressganged in- 
to the puppet army en masse. 

The number of school-age children who are denied 
the opportunity of schooling totals 446,000 and waifs 
and strays 568,000 in South Korea today, 

The Pak Jung Hi military fascist hordes closed down 
21 colleges as of February 10 this year on the 
strength of the “school readjustment regulations” 
they had concocted. As a result, over 30,000 students 
were shut out of school. 

Today the South Korean schools are more and more

My first impression of Korea is

In 1950 the Yankee imperialists 
invaded North Korea, In the war 
some 1,200,000 innocent people 
were killed by U.S. bombing and 
other cruel methods. Most of the 
cities and villages in North Korea 
were completely destroyed by the 
U.S. bombing. 

| have much fo say about the 
Korean war, but here | want to 
speak only of a few facts concern- 
ing the war. 

In Shinchun there are two huge 
graves, one for 400 women and 
the other for 102 children. 

Among the children slaughtered 
there were many shot or slashed 
by the U.S. soldiers in the presence 
of their mothers. When they but- 
chered these children the blood- 
thirsty Yanks Jet out shouts of joy: 
“Long live the United States!” 
Children under six were starved to 
death. 


_There still stand two old maga- 
zines where women and children 
were killed. Then in  Shinchun 
several funnels are to be found 
where several hundred men and 
women were murdered by the 


American. aggressors. 


A woman named Woo Mal Ji who 
had witnessed this told us that in 
Shinchun county alone 35,383 per- 
sons were killed by the American 
invaders. 

Wonsan is a port city on the 
east coast. This city was reduced to 
ashes during the war. The U.S, in- 
vaders pounded the city from the 
air and from the sea. 

The U.S. Seventh Fleet which tried 
to land at Pakan Baru of Indonesia 
when the counter-revolutionary re- 
volt took place in Sumatra was in 
the Korean waters, too. 

The voice of every Korean, from 
Young Pioneers to the aged, against 
the U.S. imperialists can be heard 
everywhere. 

However, the crimes of the U.S. 
imperialists know no bounds. The 
U.S. imperialists are still plundering 
the Korean people in the South. 
During the Korean war many were 
abducted to South Korea by the 
fleeing U.S. army. Their wives live 
in North Korea, Such_ situation 
makes the Korean people hate all 
the more the U.S. imperialists. This 
is only part of the barbarities com- 
mitted by the U.S. imperialists in 
Korea. 

In Indonesia U.S. imperialism ac- 
tively supports the counter-revolu- 
tionaries. A U.S. pilot named Allan 
Lawrence Pope is still imprisoned 
in Indonesia. Pope bombed Ambon 
town in 1958, with the result that 
several hundred people were kil- 
led. 

As for West irian U.S. imperial- 
ism enercetically backs the Dutch 
imperialists. West Irian is rich in 
mineral resources such as oil, alumi- 
num and uranium, Under the name 
of the Seato the U.S. imperialists 
built military bases in West Irian. 


The U.S. imperialists tried to land 
the 7th Fleet in Pakan Baru to back 
the counter-revolutionaries under the 
pretext of “saving” their citizens in 


Pakan Baru. The U.S. holds a big 
investment in Indonesia, particularly 
in oil industry. 

On May 14, 1962 the counter- 


revolutionary Darul Islam at the bid- 
ding of his masters, made an at- 
tempt on the life of President 
Sukarno. 

The U.S. imperialists stil] occupy 
Taiwan, Okinawa, and South Korea. 
They have military bases in West 
Irian, Cuba and _ other countries. 
Wherever the U.S. extends its ag- 
gressive paws, misfortune, poverty 
and crimes follow. The U.S. imperi- 
alists are rejected by the people 
everywhere. 

When there was a counter-revolu- 
tionary revolt in Indonesia in 1958 
the puppet Syngman Rhee regime in 
South Korea trumpeted military aid 
to the Indonesian counter-revolu- 
tionaries. 

Everyone knows that the U.S. is 
supporting the counter-revolution- 
aries in Indonesia. People also 
know that Syngman Rhee, a U.S. 
puppet, was overihrown by the 
strugale of the Korean people and 
the Indonesian army knocked down 
the Indonesian counter-revolution- 
aries. Thus the U.S. schemes were 
crushed. 

The U.S. soldiers murdered cold- 
bloodedly women’ and children in 
Korea and burnt to death 135 re-. 
volutionary cadres in West Sumatra. 
Among them 65 were cadres oO 
SOBS! in 1958. 

It is my belief that the Indonesian 
people and the Korean people will 
strengthen their solidarity in their 
fight against U.S. imperialism. 
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A British 


journalist commented: 
“No piace was ever bombed so 
consistently and heavily over such 
a long period as North Korea.” 

In fact, the whole North Korea 
was turned into a desert of ashes 
by the U.S. imperialists’ bombing 4 
decade ago. 

But a visit to North Korea today 
keeps one’s mind wondering. | was 
struck with admiration by the mira- 
cles wrought by the people of the 
D.P.R.K. in rebuilding their devastat- 
ed country into a modern industrial- 
agricultural state in no More than 
fen years. 

The D.P.R.K. economy today is 
completely independent with heavy 
industry supporting secondary in- 
dustries in all parts of the country. 

The rural economy has long since 
been transformed into a_ socialist 
economy, a local industry has been 
created and a light industry base 
laid. 

The big victory of the industry 
and agriculture is due to the cor- 
reciness of guidance given by the

The political and ideological trend of the 
South Korean people is that they long for the 
northern part of the Republic and aspire after 
the country’s peaceful unification. 

The people of South Korea sneer at the milit- 
ary regime trumped up by the U.S. imperialists, 
and fight for the right to existence and democ- 
cratic freedom. 

Lately, organized activities of the South Ko- 
rean workers have markedly stepped up and 
their struggle is directed against the U.S. agg- 
ressors. F 

180,000 workers employed in U.S. army 
establishments in South Korea have come out in 
demand of wage rise and right to existence, in 
strong protest against national discrimination. In 
face of this persistent demand and strong pro- 
test, the trade union serving the U.S. army was 
compelled to ask the commander of U.S. occupa- 
tion forces in South Korea for higher wages on 
April 10. : 

For the rights to exsistence and democratic 
rights the South Korean workers are fighting 
against the “‘supervisors’’ appointed by the milit- 
ary regime. 

Though they have not yet advanced political 
demands, their struggle has gone beyond the 
limits of pure economic struggle. It has develop- 
ed into active anti-government struggle demand- 
ing 8-hour work day, social insurance, vacation, 
higher wages, etc.

For instance, on March 3, employees of San- 
yang Bus Co. in Kwangjoo, South Chulla Pro- 
vince, put forward under joint signature a de- 
mand for 8 hour work-day. And on March 20, 
they began labour dispute presenting six demands 
including the conclusion of ‘‘collective bargain- 
ing.” 

Some 700 workers of the Koobong Mine in 
South Choongchung Province went on Strike in 
demand of the payment of “‘wages in arrears.” 
Some 700 workers in the ‘“‘national construction 
site’’ in South Choongchung Province called 2 
strike in opposition to the “wages in kind.” 

All these struggles were waged directly or in- 
directly against the ‘‘military regime.” 

Particularly noteworthy is the strong demand 
for the “‘relief of the unemployed.” 


The peasants of South Korea are fighting aga- 
inst the reactionary agricultural policy and ex- 
propriation of farm land by U.S. and military 
regime, in demand of abolition of tenancy sys- 
tem and early enforcement of land reform. 


The struggle in demand of land reform made 
up 23 per cent of the total of the peasants’ 
struggle waged in the period from May 16, 1961 
when the military coup was staged, to the end 
of March 1962. This shows that the broad 
masses of peasants take part in the struggle for 
land. 

It is, therefore, not fortuitous that the Hankook 
Iibo wrote: “There is no room for dispute about 
the fact that the present relations of land owner- 
ship should be replaced by the ones which are 
based on the principle of ‘‘land for tillers.’’ 


And the South Korean peasants are fighting 
against the plunder by the military “regime.” 

According to the Kookje Shinbo, peasants in 
Kamchun sub-county, Keumreung County, North 
Kyungsang Province, staged a sit-down strike 
in front of the “county office’’ in opposition to 


the exorbitant ‘“‘taxes on water’? imposed by the 
military ruffians. 


All this serves to show that the South Korean 
peasants are vigorously fighting in demand of 
the reform of the social system along democratic 
lines. 


The struggle of the South Korean youth and 
students is also assuming greater intensity. 


They fought, shedding blood, in the van of 
the April Uprising. But the price of their blood 
was desecrated by the U.S. imperialists and the 
military ruffians. Their struggle is now directed 
against the U.S. imperialists and the military 
gang. 

At the “meeting marking the second anniver- 
sary of the April 19 uprising held in Seoul, a 
student representative said: ““We are resolved to 
fight injustice and dictatorship and are ready to 
start action.’”’ His speech was an open attack on 
Pak Jung Hi and his followers who were pre- 
sent at the meeting. This is an instance showing 
the anti-American, anti-“‘military regime’ senti- 
ments of the South Korean youth and students. 


On the same day the Seoul University stu- 
dents, braving the cruel suppression by the milit- 
ary fascist gang, held a demonstration marching 
along the same course they took on April 19, 


1960. 
They are resolutely rejecting the anti-popular 
educational policy of the U.S. imperialists 


and the Pak Jung Hi military clique. 

In the middle part of last April, the students 
of the ‘“‘Dongyang Medical College’ and “Duk- 
sung Women’s College’ staged sit-down strikes 
and boycotted classes, demanding military regime 
to cancel the measures to close down the colle- 
ges. 


Today the flames of the South Korean people’s 
struggle are flaring up powerfully despite the 
Strict “martial law’’ enforced by the military 
fascist clique. 


Developments in South Korea today show that 
the more the U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung 
Hi clique intensify the suppression, the more 
powerful the South Korean people’s struggle be- 
comes. 


Following the April 
South Korean people have come to see clearly 
through their experiences that as long as the 
U.S. imperialists occupy South Korea, the situa- 
tion will not change for the better, no matter

who may be installed in the puppet government. 

And particularly they have experienced that 
under the rule of the military ‘regime’ they 
cannot be relieved from famine and sufferings. 


Today South Korea has been turned into a 
living hell where fascist terrorism and mass star- 
vation are prevailing. 


In the South Korean countryside, the number 
of foodless peasants who need urgent relief 
stands at 3,400,000 and this figure will reach 
10 million in the not too distant future. 


In Seoul, Taegu and Pusan, at present over 
1,500,000 inhabitants are on the verge of star- 
vation. 

The South Korean people are _ intensifying 
the struggle against the U.S. imperialists and 
the military ‘‘regime,’’ and demanding self-de- 
pendent unification of the country. 

The South Korean people are all the more 
fully convinced that the self-dependent unifica- 
tion of the country will certainly be achieved. 
Inspired by the great successes achieved by the 
people in the North in the building of socialism, 
they are valiantly struggling for the realisation 
of their aspiration. 


The Pak Jung Hi military ruffians’ traitorous 
design to bring in the Japanese militarists meets 
with strong opposition of the South Korean peo- 
ple. A powerful struggle is being waged aga- 
inst the U.S. imperialists and the military gang 
who are out to pave the way for the Japanese 
militarists to invade South Korea again. 


Commenting on the scheme to bring in the 
Japanese militarists, South Korean paper Han- 
kook Ilibo wrote: ‘‘This has aroused our indigna- 
tion and anxiety.” This is a reflection of the 
feelings of the South Korean people. 


The Pak Jung Hi clique is uneasy in face of 
the powerful struggle of the people. 


In this way, the fight of the South Korean 
people against the U.S. imperialists and the 
military “regime” is getting more powerful with 
every passing day. 

An American reptile paper Evening Star wrote 
that there was the possibility of a new mass up- 
rising in South Korea. And Kishi, one of the 
chieftains of the Japanese militarists, said that 
the present South Korean situation is “like ‘a 
powder-magazine full of time-bombs.” All this 
shows how powerful is the struggle of the South 
Korean people today. 
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Sidelights on South Korea 


STARVATION EXPORT 


A terrible famine is sweeping the South Korean 
countryside. Even according to the extremely curtailed 
figures released by the South Korean military black- 
guards, the peasants who need urgent relief number 
3,400,000. 

The South Korean military gang, paying no heed 
to the millions of famine-stricken peasants, madly 
seek to sell to foreign countries the rice they have 
plu dered from the peasants. 

They have been busily working since last August to 
make arrangements for exporting to Japan 100,000 
tons of rice. This figure means twice as much as in 
1960. 

The military gang sent on March 12 a delegation 
to Japan fo negotiate on rice export, The military 
fascist clique even granted “bounty” to the com- 
prador capitalists who are colluding with them, with 
a view to stepping up: the starvation export. 

The “Daisung Sanup" of South Korea concluded 
with the “Mitsubishi Company" of Japan a contract 
for the export of rice to Okinawa, and has under- 
taken the export of 10,000 tons. And the ‘South Ko- 
rean Rice Export Company" is pushing ahead with 
the. additional export of 10,000 tons of grain to 
Okinawa under the contract with the “Mitsubishi Pro- 
ducts Company" of Japan. 

In their scheme to sell South Korean rice even 
to monopoly capitalists in Europe the South Korean 
railitary blackguards have starfed bargaining with @ 
British company. 

Food grain situation in South Korea this year is 
very acute. The supply falls very much short of ihe 
demand—some five million suk are short, On fop of 
this, with the terrible mass starvation sweeping the 
South Korean villages, millions of foodless peasants 
are wandering at the crossroads of life and death. 
Such being the situation, South Korea is not in a 
position to export food grain. Nevertheless, the mili- 
tary gang of South Korea is exporting rice, paying 
no attention to the famine-stricken peasants. 

Therefore the South Korean peasants’ discontent 
with the Pak Jung Hi military blackguards is mount- 
ing higher as the day goes by. 
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“ORPHANAGE OF DEATH” 


According to the extremely doctored “clinical 
statistics" of 1950-60 on the infantile diarrhoea issuea 
by the South Korean military hordes, 40 per cent of 
the babies in the South Korean orphanages had diar- 
rhoea, of which 27 per cent proved fatal. This is a 
really appalling figure both in attack and death rate. 

From this it is not difficult to picture how many 
South Korean orphans fall victim fo various other 
diseases. If this was the case with the orphanages 
where orphans are given “protection,” then, need- 
less to further mention about the condition of the 
500,000 South Korean orphans (the figure for 1961) 
who are roaming about the streets with empty cans 
begging food. 

They are none other than the sons and daughters 
cf young and middle-aged South Korean people who 
were made cannon fodder of U.S. imperialism, and 
children who are bereft of their parents or abandon- 
ed due to the hardships of living under the colonial 
predatory policy of the U.S. imperialists and the 
puppet clique. 

The U.S. imperialists and their stooges have set up 
what they call “orphanages” in the hope to deaden 
the growing public opinion on the protection of the 
orphans. These human butchers equipped with mis- 
anthropic ideas, have done nothing so far for the 


orphans. They only indulge in bestial atrocities such — 


as selling off orphans fo the American Continent as 
slaves or waiters. 

It is not without reason that even the South Ko- 
rean publications declared that the orphanages are 
the hell of the orphans. Such being the situation, the 
orphans, unable fo endure starvation and disease, 
humiliation and maltreatment, are running away from 
them. 

Recently a group of 58 orphans escaped from the 


“Seoul orphanage” and a group of 90 from the “Han 


I! orphanage.” 

This bespeaks that even among the orphans dis- 
content and the spirit of resistance against U.S, im- 
perialism and its stooges are growing. 


“BETTER TREATMENT’—FOR WHOM? 


Pak Jung Hi military gang revised the “regulations” 
defining the pay of government officials last March. 
As a matter of fact, the revision of the “regulations” 
was intended to conciliate and deceive under the 
cloak of “improving treatment’ the government offi- 
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cials of middle and lower grades who make up more 
than 90 per cent of the fotal government officials in 
South Korea. 

The “revised regulations” provide for the increase 
of the salary of the “head of cabinet” to 387 per 
cent, that of a “minister” to 367 per cent and that of 
a “deputy minister” to 272 per cent. On the contrary 
the salaries of the officials of the fourth grade B, 
the fifth grade and the fifth grade B are fo increase 
only 13 per cent, 9 per cent and 5 per cent respec- 
tively. Still worse, the “revised regulations’ provide 
for no increase in the salaries of ordinary employees. 


The officials of middle and lower grades see 


through the heinous schemes and trickery of the U.S. 


imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi gang. 


Suppression, blackmail, conciliation and deception 
by the U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi clique 
can never weaken the growing discontent and re- 
sistance of the South Korean government officials of 
middie and lower grades. Their resistance finds ex- 
pression in the overt and covert sabotage and re- 
fusal of carrying out the policy of the military re- 
gime. 

Even according to the doctored daia released by 
the “secretariat” of the military regime, cases of 
“violating the emergency state measures” by the 
government officials in the “monopoly bureau”, in 
the field of transport and the police officers as well 
as tax collectors totalled 3,653 from May fo 
December 1961.

Though primitive, Dongeuihak has its own 
theoretical system based on dialectical materialism, 
ifs own diagnostic methods and the principles 
of treatment. It lists thousands of kinds of medicinal 
substances of vegetable, animal and minera] origin, 
and applied in the treatment of patients medical 
theraphy, acupuncture, moxa cautery, massage, vari- 
ous treatment by salt and other mineral water, physio- 
theraphy and various methods of surgical treatment. | 


Dongeuihak provides us with priceless data ar- 
r-nged in a systematic way concerning methods of 
medical treatment, prophylactics, hygiene, tonicity, 
microbiotics, etc. 

Dongeuihak enjoys a long tradition. As far back as 
the paleolithic age our ancestors used stone. imple- 
ment not only as the means of production but also 
as a stone needle for medical treatment. 
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This shows that acupuncture of weighty significance 
in the theory and practice of Dongeuihak originated 
in our country. Dongeuihak was further enriched and 
systematized with rich content in the early period 
of the Three Kingdoms, its fame reaching other coun- 
tries. Foreign medical workers came to our country 
fo study Dongeuihak, and our prominent Dongeuihak 
scholars and  pharmacologists were invited abroad, 
thus contributing to the medical development of those 
countries. 

Such noted doctors as Su! Kyung Sung (1237- 
1318), Ro Joong Rye (?-1452),° and Huh Joon 
(?-1615) are said to have been widely known to 
foreign countries. 

With the development of Dongeuihak many books 
on Dongeuihak were published including Euibang- 
ryoochwi in 365 volumes (1447) and Dongeuibokam, 
medical encyclopaedia. These priceless books were 
reprinted and are still read in foreign countries. 

All these books with their distinguished authors’ 
names make us proud of our Dengeuihak with a long 
tradition. Though modern medicine made a great 
contribution to the development of mankind, i+. is 
still powerless to cope with a series of certain dise- 
ases—high-blood pressure, ulcerous diseases, rheuma- 
tis, tumor. 


Dongeuihak, too, suffered from certain limitations. 
But the tested conception, long traditions and ex- 
periences of Dongeuihak have been supplemented 
by modern science and medicine, opening up a new 
phase in combating diseases. 

After liberation our country while inheriting and 
developing the traditions of Dongeuihak, energetical- 
ly pushed ahead with the work. of consolidating the 


theoretical and technical foundations of Dongeuihak 
by combining it with the method of modern medi- 
cine and science. And Oriental doctors who were 
held in contempt under the Japanese imperialist rule 
are now being trained in a planned way under the 
solicitude of the Party and Government. They have 
recently achieved great successes in the course of 
studying the theoretical and clinical problems of 
Dongeuihak. 


As is well known, Professor Kim Bong Han _ not 
only gave a firm scientific and material validity to the 
theory of Dongeuihak by discovering the substance 
of Kyungrak, the basic theory of Dongeuihak, but 
opened up a vista for the development of 
modern biology and medicine. 

The study of Dongeuihak is also widely conducted 
in the field of clinical treatment: particular attention 
is being directed to treating those diseases modern 
unable to cure. As a result, lymphatic 
gland tuberculosis and vertebra are being 
successfully cured by applying acupuncture or phar- 
macotheraphy. 

Japanese encephalitis, certain nerve diseases, men- 
tal diseases, purpura, atrophy of the optic nerve, 
and other diseases are also treated effectively by 
Dongeuihak. Especially 90 per cent of the cases of 
appendicitis are cured by needle treatment. 

Ulcerous diseases, once regarded incurable by 
modern medicine, are successfully treated by inject- 
ing medicines into the Kyunghyul region. 

Dongeuihak of our country has made a big stride 
along with modern medicine. It will enrich the 
treasure house of mankind with still greater achieve- 
ments.
